Hello  Thomas  family, 

I  finally  have  some  information  concerning  our  Thomas  German  heritage  to  pass  on.  I  recently  mentioned  to 
some  of  you  that  my  father  Richard  had  submitted  to  a  DNA  test  to  find  if  a  specific  chromosome  (which  is 
carried  only  by  males,  and  passed  on  only  through  fathers  and  sons)  would  match  up  with  the  results  of  two 
other  very  distant  Thomas  male  cousins.  These  two  other  Thomas  men  descend  from  the  same  branch  or 
family  of  the  Culpeper  County  VA,  German  Thomases,  that  we  have  believed  to  be  ours  also.  One  of  the  men 
(Marshall  Wayne  Thomas)  definitely  comes  from  the  Culpeper  Co.  German  group.  The  other  (Joel  Mangum 
Thomas)  also  comes  from  Rockingham  Co,  NC,  but  then  has  a  definite  link  back  to  Culpeper  Co.  For  us,  all 
that  we  have  ever  known  is  that  our  ancestor  Michael  Thomas  supposedly  came  from  Culpeper  Co,  VA,  to 
Rockingham  Co,  NC,  around  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  War.. .and  that  he  was  German. 

Well,  our  line's  DNA  did  match  the  other  two  Thomas  men  very  closely,  and  enough  to  say  that  our  Michael 
belonged  to  the  same  line  as  theirs.  It  now  helps  us  to  say  that  our  Michael  Thomas  (bom  ca  1745)  was  the 
son  of  Hans  Wendel  Thomas  and  his  first  wife  Mary.  This  Hans  Wendel  Thomas  was  born  in  Germany  and 
brought  to  the  Culpeper  Co,  VA,  area  as  a  child....  with  his  father  Johannes  Thomas  (and  wife  Anna  Maria 
Blankenbuehler).  They  came  to  a  settlement  called  Germanna,  which  was  set  up  as  a  mining  community  I 
think.  As  time  progressed,  both  Johannes  and  his  son  Hans  Wendel  came  to  be  called  John.  In  this  research, 
we  now  refer  to  them  as  John  Thomas  I,  and  John  Thomas  II.  Hans  Wendel  came  to  Rockingham  Co  NC... 
being  known  as  John  Thomas.  With  very  little  in  the  records  of  early  Rockingham  Co  concerning  or  mentioning 
John  Thomas,  we  have  always  been  confused  about  our  links  to  him.  Although  our  Michael  Thomas  was 
usually  nearby. 

Our  line  of  descent  is: 

ALBRECHT  THOMAS     (born  1658  in  Germany,  died  ca  1718  Neuenburg,  Gennany;  wife  BARBARA) 

JOHANNES  THOMAS     (also  known  as  JOHN  THOMAS  I) 

born  1685  Neuenburg,  Germany;  married  1711  Germany;  died  ca  1726  VA 
wife  ANNA  MARIA  BLANKENBUEHLER,  bom  1687  Germany,  died  ca  1762  VA 

Anna  Maria  was  the  daughter  of  JOHAN  (HANS)  THOMAS  BLANCKENBULER  and 
ANNA  BARBARA  SCHON. 

Our  Johannes  Thomas  died  only  a  few  years  after  arriving  at  the  Germanna  settlement. 
His  widow  Anna  Maria  Blanckenbuehler  married  a  second  time  to  another  German, 
Michael  Kaifer. 

HANS  WENDEL  THOMAS   (also  known  as  JOHN  THOMAS  II ) 

born  17  Apr  1712  in  Neuenburg,  Germany;  died  ca  1797  Rockingham  Co  NC 
married  first  MARY  ,  prob.  also  born  in  Germany.  These  were  the  parents  of  our 
Michael  Thomas. 

Hans  Wendel  Thomas  married  second  to  SARAH.  They  also  had  children,  half- 
siblings  to  our  Michael  Thomas,  and  also  living  in  Rockingham  Co  NC.  It  is  through  this 
second  family  that  Joel  Mangum  Thomas  (of  Georgia)  descends.  He  is  one  of  the  other 
Thomas  men  tested.

I  found  no  records  in  the  wills,  deeds  or  marriages  in  the  name  of  Christopher  or  Michael 
Thomas. 

Michael  Kaiffer  (Kaffer)  Culpeper  Will  Book  A,  pages  467-468  names  his  daughters, 
Elizabeth  who  married  Adam  Garr;  Barbara  who  married  John  Weaver;  Mary  who 
married  George  Utz;  Margaret  who  married  Nicholas  Krigkler  (spelling)  (suspect  the 
same  as  Crigler's  now  in  area)  and  Dorathe  who  married  John  Clore. 

Also  mentions  his  deceased  wife's  children  (does  not  name  her)  as: 

John  Thomas;  Michael  Thomas;  and  Magdalaina  who  married  Mick  (?)  Smith;  and 
Margaret  who  married  Henry  Coller  (sp?) 

Executor  was  Adam  Garr,  written  December  28,  1762;  probated  November  17,  1768. 

Photocopies  of  this  will  may  be  obtained  by  identifying  source  and  writing  to  Virginia 
State  Library,  1101  Capitol  Street,  Richmond,  Virginia,  23219.  they  charge  50  cents  per 
page  for  photocopy  work.

The  twenty-two  hundred  and  eighty-fifth  note  in  a  series  on  the  Germanna  Colonies 

We  still  are  with  the  Thomas  family  in  Virginia  that  originated  with  the  marriage  of  Johann  Thoma  and  Anna 
Maria  Blankenbuehler  in  Germany.  They  had  four  chikjren,  Hans  Wendel  (a.k.a.  John,  Jr.),  Michael  (Sr.), 
Margaret,  and  Anna  Magdalena  (not  in  birth  order  as  John,  Jr.,  and  Anna  Magdalena  were  t)orn  in 
Germany  and  the  other  two  in  Virginia).  We  now  have  reason  to  believe,  based  on  land  transactions  and 
on  DMA  studies  that  John,  Jr.  had  two  families.  The  first  by  Mary  Unknown  included  four  daughters  and  a 
son,  Michael,  Jr.  (to  distinguish  him  from  his  father's  brother).  Then  John,  Jr.  married  Sarah  Unknown  and 
had  at  least  four  sons,  William,  Jesse,  Lewis,  Joel.  These  four  sons  are  identified  in  North  Carolina  land 
deeds  and  with  land  for  John  Thomas,  Jr. 

We  have  DNA  tests  for  a  male  descendant  of  Michael,  Sr.  via  his  son  Abraham  (one  of  the  better-known 
families  in  the  large  numt)er  of  Michael,  Sr.  descendants).  This  is  the  brother  of  Marilyn  Thomas  Hansen 
who  has  been  doing  so  much  recently  to  educate  us.  Then  we  have  the  Dt4A  test  for  a  descendant  of 
Michael,  Jr.  in  the  first  family  of  John  Thomas,  Jr.  (the  fifth  chiW  whose  existence  was  only  suspected  but  is 
now  confirmed).  And  we  have  a  DNA  for  a  descendant  of  Joel  in  the  second  family  of  John  Thomas.  Ail 
three  of  these  individuals  today  match  excellently  with  only  small  differences  to  be  expected  from  a 
common  descendant  of  Johann  Thoma.  The  three  descendants  have  lines  back  to  Johann  Thoma  as  is 
shown  by  their  excell  ent  matches  in  their  DNA. 

In  the  second  family  of  John  Thomas,  Jr.,  we  know  that  William  was  bom  in  1763  per  his  Rev.  War  pension 
application.  At  this  time  his  father  was  married  to  Sarah  as  we  know  from  the  land  transactions. 

A  question  was  raised  about  a  Mary  Thomas  who  is  mentioned  in  land  records  when  John,  Jr.  was  giving 
away  land  to  his  chikjren.  This  is  the  daughter  Mafy  who  was  not  yet  married.  Very  soon  thereafter,  she 
married  Joseph  Holtzclaw  and  Joseph  received  land  from  John,  Jr.  (Not  all  of  the  land  was  distributed  at 
the  same  time  but  the  earliest  deeds  reflect  the  intentions  of  John,  Jr.  even  though  he  had  not  yet  executed 
the  deeds.  John,  Jr.  had  two  daughters,  Mary  Bart}ara  and  Mary,  where  Mary  Barbara  used  both  of  her 
names  while  Mary  used  only  her  calling  name.  This  Mary  might  have  been  named  something  Kke  Anna 
Maria.) 

Several  questions  have  been  answered  by  the  DNA  studies.  It  has  extended  the  Germanna  Thomas 
family.  Not  only  am  I  happy  to  see  the  clarification  in  the  Thomas  family,  but  we  showed  what  DNA  studies 
can  do.  It  is  a  suggestion  that  other  families  might  also  profit  by  similar  studies.

Ohhhhhhh  this  is  all  so  confusing. 
So  in  your  list  - 

5.  John  P.  Lewis  (1814)  married  22  Jan  1834  in  Rockingham  County  to  Martha  Jane  Thomas  (1814- 
1892).  I  don't  have  connected  to  any  Thomas  family 

I  have  Martha  Jane  Thomas  as  daughter  of  Jesse  and  Mary  Robertson  Thomas  from  a  family 
file  online 

That  file  is  also  the  one  that  has  her  sister  Elizabeth  Cox  Thomas  married  to  that  older  Joseph 
H.  Thomas.  A  typed  file  that  I  got  starting20with  Joel  Meeks  Dodson  in  1947  has  This  same 
Joseph  H.  Thomas  (he  has  born  181 1 )  as  the  child  of  Jesse  Thomas  and  Nancy  Walker.  He 
has  his  wife  as  Elizabeth  Cox  (no  Thomas). 

I  am  at  a  loss  as  to  what  is  correct  and  what  is  not.  I  don't  have  an  1 820  census  for  Jesse  to 
see  if  Joseph  is  enumerated  with  him  or  not.  Why  would  Jesse  name  two  sons,  Joseph  H.  One 
born  1 81 1  or  so  and  one  born  1 832?  Missing  son  of  ?  Could  this  be  a  missing  son  of  Adam.  I 
wonder  if  the  land  court  case  for  Adam's  children  only  involved  the  children  who  were  still  in 
Rockingham  in  1853.  I  have  instances  like  that.  All  census  records  certainly  lean  toward  the 
fact  that  Adam  had  10  or  1 1  children  with  at  least  5  sons. 


All  I  have  of  old  letters  is  actually  a  newpaper  account  from  an  interview  with  my  Abraham,  son 
of  Michael,  done  in  the  1830.  It's  really  interesting  -  kind  of  an  autobiography.  Since  my  dad 
left  home  at  the  age  of  17  to  join  the  Navy  and  really  never  returned  home,  there  am't  many 
old  items  passed  along  -  other  than  some  pictures  of  his  parents  and  grandparents. 

From  the  wording  of  Adam's  children  land  to  their  mother  -  all  of  the  children  listed  were  in 
Rockingham. 

I  know  the  early  researcher  only  gave  this  children  but  what  if  they  did  not  maintain  contact 
with  the  children  who  had  moved  out  of  the  area.  I  just  can't  get  past  the  census  records  which 
seem  pretty  accurate  from  year  to  year.  Sure  do  need  some  DNA,  don't  we.  F  or  Nathanial 
and  now  for  Joseph.  My  brain  is  weary.  I  am  heading  to  bed.  More  later.  Marilyn

I  looked  at  the  1781-1785  Court  minutes  for  Guilford  County  for  the  2nd  time  I  looked  at  the  transcribed 
copy  this  time  and  and  only  an  item  or  two  on  the  Thomas  family.  There  is  another  indexed  copy  and  I 
will  look  at  that  when  when  I  can  located  a  copy.  Bob  Carter  is  going  to  look  at  the  estate  records  in 
Raleigh  for  Guilford  County  in  week  or  so.  Still  no  John  Thomas  and  its  looks  like  nothing  was  ever 
filed  or  maybe  lost  that  transfered  the  land  to  Lewis,  William,  Joel  and  Jesse.  Things  like  that  did 
happen,  so  I  believe  that  we  are  as  far  we  can  go  on  this,  but  will  look  a  little  more. 

The  attached  list  from  Guy  Lewis  states  what  I  was  beliveving  all  along  that  Lewis  had  married  Phoebe 
Holloway  but  did  not  know  it  was  his  2nd  wife  but  I  should  have  known  that.  Pittsylvania  County,  Va. 
where  Phoebe  was  from  is  only  about  30  miles  from  Shiloh.  Also  in  some  other  notes  that  I  have  to 
find,  he,  Guy  Lewis,  did  mention  the  first  wife  as  Agnes  Hampton.  The  Guy  V.  Lewis  Collection  at  the 
community  college  is  so  large  that  I  may  never  get  through  all  of  it.  Just  look  at  parts  of  it  at  a  time.  I 
believe  that  some  of  the  children  that  we  have  listed  for  Lewis  and  Agnes  should  actually  should  be 
Halloway  children  she  brought  from  her  first  marriage  which  may  have  been  to  James  Holloway.  This  is 
just  a  guess  as  I  am  having  trouble  finding  some  of  the  children. 

The  family  file  you  found  on  line  on  Martha  Jane  Thomas.  Was  it  in  Rootwweb  or  Ancestry.com.  If 
ancestry  com  I  will  have  to  look  at  the  Community  College. 

As  for  Adam  Thomas.  Three  of  the  children  were  bom  before  1910  and  3  bom  after  1820.  The  otheres 
were  probably  bom  in  the  years  in  between  and  I  don't  believe  that  they  lived  beyond  childhood.  I 
believe  that  I  had  a  large  list  of  children  for  Adam  but  cannot  find  it  in  my  files,  so  I  may  be  just 
guessing.  Guy  Lewis  did  quite  a  bit  of  reasearch  on  the  Adam  Thomas  family  and  he  listed  children  as  I 
have.  Nathaneil  Thomas  lived  only  about  20-30  miles  from  the  old  home  place.  I  believe  that  he  would 
have  signed  the  document  that  gave  the  property  to  his  mother.  The  road  from  the  Salem  area  to  the 
Stoneville  area  was  a  main  road.  The  DNA  would  tell  us  if  Nathaniel  is  related  but  not  how  if  I 
understand  correctly.  Will  probably  look  a  little  more  for  a  descendant. 

I  am  still  posting  information  on  these  lines.  Hope  to  have  finished  befor  too  long

I  have  attached  some  notes  that  I  have  sent  to  Marilyn  Hansen  in  Mississippi  who  has  been  working  on 
the  Thomas  family  some  years  and  has  use  DNA  testing  to  connect  many  of  the  Thomas  kin. 

We  now  think  that  there  was  a  John  Thomas  who  came  to  Rockingham  County  who  married  to  a  woman 
named  Mary  and  thier  children  included  Michael  Thomas  of  Whetsone.  This  John  Thomas  later  married 
a  woman  by  the  name  of  Sarah  and  had  at  least  these  children,  Lewis,  William,  Joel  and  Jesse  of  the 
Shiloh  area  as  you  probably  know.  The  DNA  testing  has  connected  these  two  families  and  many  more 
which  I  hope  to  doanother  book  at  some  time. 

I  have  been  thorugh  Guy  Lewis  notes  and  came  up  with  some  information.  I  saw  that  Richard  Vernon 
married  one  of  the  Lewis  family.  I  was  hoping  that  you  could  help  me  with  some  of  the  Thomas  and 
Lewis  connections  to  this  family.

The  two  documents  here  following  (the  original  of  which  was  one  page  written  on  two 
sides)  were  obtained  from  the  N.C.  State  Archives  in  Raleigh.  The  first  page  here,  which 
was  the  face  of  the  document,  has  in  the  lower  right  hand  comer  the  name  W.L.  Lewis; 
and  in  the  upper  left  hand  comer  the  name  W.L.  Lewis  and  in  the  upper  left  hand  comer 
the  name  Wm.  L.  Lewis  and  Turbefield  Barnes.  And  the  document  is  addressed  to  Wm. 
Clark,  Entry  taker  (Land  claim  officer.  On  the  other  side  of  the  document  we  leam  that 
John  White,  County  Commissioner,  (for  procuring  Army  supplies)  has  given  "William 
Lan.  Lewis"  an  interest  bearing  note  in  the  amount  of  three  Spanish  milled  dollars  for 
four  bushels  of  com. 

Turbefield  Barnes  had  a  store  here  (near  the  Spring  Garden  Muster  Ground)  .  It  is 
obvious  from  the  document  that  Lewis  has  used  the  negotiable  note  of  three  dollars  to 
purchase  something  from  Barnes,  who,  in  tum,  has  used  the  note  to  pay  the  Entry  Taker' s 
fee  for  some  land  that  he  (Bames)  has  claimed. 

Theophilus  Lewis,  who  was  bom  29  April,  1786,  died  on  17  Febmary,  1854,  age  sixty- 
eight.  His  wife,  Martha  (Thomas)  Lewis,  who  was  bom  on  12  December,  1785,  died  on 
November  9,  1867.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Lewis  and  Phoebe  Thomas. 

The  bones  of  Theophilus  Lewis  and  wife,  Martha,  lie  buried  in  an  ancient  burying 
ground  less  two  miles  south  of  the  village  of  Stoneville  in  Rockingham  County,  N.C. 
This  old  graveyard  is  situated  beside  what  is  today  designated  County  Road  No.  2212, 
which  is  on  a  moderate  eminence  known  in  the  early  times  as  Mayo  Mountain 
(Sometimes  called  Cedar  Point  Mountain)  and  now  as  Baughn  Mountain,  due  to  the  fact 
that  in  the  year  1825  a  gentleman  who  lived  here,  by  the  name  of  Henry  Baughn,  was 
elected  to  the  Senate  in  Raleigh.  From  this  time  on  the  ridge  was  called  Baughn  Mountain 
in  honor  of  Senator  Baughn. 

The  Lewis  family  here  was  Episcopalians  and  had  a  Chapel  her  called  Episcopal 
Mountain  Chapel. 

Theophilus  Lewis  and  Martha  Thomas  were  married  on  24  January,  1807.  To  them 
were  bom  the  following  children:

The  youngest  surviving  son  was  Robert  "Bob"  Lewis,  b.  1818.  He  married  Mary 
Elizabeth  Bryson  of  southwest  Virginia.  She  was  called  "Fuzzy"  by  her  grandchildren. 
The  Robert  Lewis  farm  on  Mayo  River  was  sold  by  him  to  the  Railroad  and  the  Mayo 
Mill  Co.  in  1892.  The  land  is  now  the  town  of  Mayodan.  The  old  home,  which  he  had 


begun  to  enlarge  has  twenty-four  rooms,  and  is  still  in  a  good  state  of  preservation.  Its 
location  is  at  303  West  Main  Street  and  now  used  as  a  hotel.  Uncle  Bob  had  there  on  the 
river  a  water  powered  grist  Mill  and  a  sawmill,  with  a  perpendicular  saw  where  the 
Washington  Mills  factory  building  is  now.  When  he  and  Aunt  Mary  sold  their  plantation 
they  bought  the  old  Duke  Wall  estate  near  the  mouth  of  Beaver  Island  Creek  on  Dan 
River,  on  what  is  now  U.S.  Highway  3 11,  on  the  west  edge  of  Madison.  The  house  with 
boxwoods  around  it,  burned  some  years  ago  and  Constant  Grogan  built  a  new  brick  house 
on  the  site.  Uncle  Bob  and  Aunt  Mary  are  buried  in  Madison,  at  the  comer  of  Academy 
and  Franklin  Street.  One  of  their  sons,  Robert  P.  Lewis  b.  1860  settled  at  Paris,  Texas, 
where  he  was  long-time  lawyer.  Another  son,  Nathaniel  Bryson  Lewis  b.  1862  was  a 
postmaster  at  Madison  in  1910.  He  later  settled  in  Saskatoon,  Saskatchewan  Providence, 
Canada.  Two  other  sons  of  Bob  and  Mary  were  Wallace  E.  Lewis  b.  1864,  a  bachelor 
who  owned  Valleyfield  Plantation,  east  of  Madison;  and  James  Percy  Lewis  b.  1868  who 
married  Mary  Frances  Gravely  of  Henry  County,  Va.,  who  was  called  by  the  pet  name 
"Mamie".  Mamie  Lewis,  who  was  bom  1872,  was  widowed  early.  She  later  moved  from 
Madison  to  live  with  her  daughter  in  Portland,  Oregon.  She  lived  to  be  over  100  years  old 
and  was  a  beauti8fully  dressed,  vivacious  woman  when  sitting  for  a  portrait  on  her  100* 
birthday. 

A  daughter  of  Uncle  Bob  and  Aunt  Mary  was  Katherine  Louise  Lewis  b.  1866,  who 
married  Benjamin  Marshall  Cahill,  II  and  lived  in  Winston-Salem.  She  wrote  a  charming 
letter  giving  some  history  of  the  old  Lewis's,  the  original  copy  of  which  is  preserved  in 
the  Mayodan  Library. 

Theophilius  and  Martha  had  a  daughter,  Mary  Jane  Lewis,  b.  1824,  who  never  married. 
She  was  a  school  teacher  and  a  seamstress.  She  was  slender  and  blond,  according  to  an 
old  portrait  of  her.  Mary  Jane  was  also  a  gifted  artist.  She  sketched  and  painted  with  oils 
that  she  herself  made  from  various  plants.  Two  of  her  painting  still  hang  in  the  homes  of 
descendants  of  her  sister;  Martha  Ann.  Mary  Jane  was  buried  in  the  old  Lewis  plot  at 
Mountain  Meeting  House  Burying  ground. 

The  next  daughter  of  Theophilius  and  Martha  Lewis  Sarah  Lewis,  bom  1827.  She 
married  Andrew  Stratton  Baughn  who  was  son  of  North  Carolina  State  Senator  Henry 
Baughn.  Sarah  and  Andrew  Stratton  lived  on  the  East  Fork  of  Sharpe's  Creek  and  are 
buried  there  on  their  place. 

The  youngest  daughter  of  Theophilius  and  Martha  Lewis  was  Martha  Ann  Lewis,  bom 
1830.  She  married  John  Conrad  Leutenschilagar  who  came  to  this  community  when  he 
was  a  child  with  his  widowed  father,  Frederick,  from  Wartenburg,  Germany.  Aunt 
Martha  Ann's  children  eventually  dropped  the  last  part  of  their  name,  spelling  it  simply 
as  "Lauten".  Carl  Lauten,  who  had  the  Ford  Motor  Company  at  Madison  for  many  years, 
is  a  grandson. 

William  Lanston  Lewis  is  buried  here  in  our  old  family  plot  on  Mayo  Mountain  (a 
modest  ridge  that  is  sometimes  referred  to  as  Baughn  Mountain)  overlooking  the 
meadows  of  Mountain  Run  Creek,  about  1     miles  south  of  town.  The  graveyard,  beside 
county  road  No.  2212  is  four  tenths  miles  east  of  U.S.  220  bypass.  This  old  burying 
ground  is  the  original  site  of  the  Mountain  Meeting  house,  an  Eighteenth  Century 
Anglican  Chapel,  later  known  as  the  Mountain  Episcopal  Church. 


Williams's  middle  name  was  sometimes  spelled  variously.  As  you  perhaps  know, 
spelling  in  those  days  was  often  according  to  phonetics;  and  with  people  slurring  their 
pronunciations  this  so-called  spelling  according  to  sound  naturally  varied. 

Court  minute  recording  him  as  overseer  of  the  local  road  and  his  land  grant 
documents,  including  the  surveyor  papers;  all  list  my  ancestor's  name  as  William 
Lanston  Lewis.  However,  later  deeds  of  sale  of  portions  of  this  same  land  list  his  name  as 
William  Lanston  Lewis;  William  Lansdon  Lewis;  William  Lankson  Lewis;  William 
Langston  Lewis;  William  Lewis;  and  William  L.  Lewis.  He  usually  just  signed  his 
signature  thus:  Wm.  L.  Lewis  and  William  Lans.  Lewis 

William  was  a  sergeant  in  Lt.  James  Holdrness's  and  Capt.  John  Leake's  Company  of 
Col.  James's  Martin  Regiment,  Guilford  County  Regiment.  (At  the  time  of  the,  in  the 
Revolutionary  War  all  of  the  area  which  was  Guilford  County,  the  northern  party  of 
which  was  former  later  (1785)  into  Rockingham  County.) 

At  the  time  of  William's  death  (1788)  his  youngest  son,  Theophilus  Lewis  (My  S*^** 
great  grandfather),  was  a  two-year  old  infant. 

Theophilus,  who  lived  to  the  age  of  68,  was  a  farmer  and  schoolteacher.  He  is  buried 
in  the  same  graveyard,  at  the  foot  of  his  father.  The  bodies  of  some  later  members  of  the 
family  were  exhumed  from  this  old  burying  ground  and  reinterred  here  in  the  town 
cemetery.  If  I  had  my  way  I'd  dig  them  and  take  them  back  to  the  other  side  of  the  creek. 

John  Penn  Lewis  of  Mountain  Run  Creek  (b.  1814),  my  second  great  grandfather,  is  not 
to  be  confused  with  his  first  cousin  John  Penn  Lewis  of  the  Lick  Fork  of  Buffalo  Island 
Creek  (N.E.  edge  of  Stoneville).  That  other  J.P.L.  was  a  son  John  Penn  Lewis  Sr.  of  Swift 
Creek,  a  tributary  of  Matrimony  Creek,  also  N.E.  of  town,  who  was  a  brother  of 
Teophiulus  Lewis. 

J.P.L.  Sr.  of  Swift  Creek  was  bom  on  the  4'*'  of  July,  1783  and  said  to  have  been  named 
for  John  Penn  (no  kin)  who  was  one  of  North  Carolina's  signers  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence. 

The  location  of  the  four  land  grants  to  William  Lanston  Lewis;  plus  other  land 
purchased  by  him  was  in  addition  to  being  on  the  south  edge  of  the  present-day 
Stoneville,  also  on  the  east  and  northeast  edge  of  town.  The  first  tract  recorded  being  as 
previously  mentioned,  along  a  meadow  of  Mountain  Run  Creek,  which  courses  between 
town  and  Mayo  Mountain.  (Baughn  Mountain) 

My  grandfather  told  me  that  when  William's  ancestors,  John  and  Thomas  Lewis, 
brought  their  families  from  the  Coastal  during  the  Tuscaorore  War.  They  first  came  to 
this  place  before  going  on  to  the  Buckskin  Creek  and  Nottoway  River  section  in  Virginia.

Please  forgive  me  for  my  long  silence.  The  spring  has  been  unusually  long  and  I  have 
put  aside  things  not  of  immediate  important. 

I  appreciate  your  mentioned  of  your  communications  with  Uncle  Schulyer  Roberts.  I 
believe  that  I  met  Aunt  Florine  once  when  I  was  a  child.  My  Aunt  Grace  keeps  up  with 
their  daughters  and  then  occasionally  on  their  travels. 

Unfortunately  I  have  never  had  the  opportunity  to  work  in  Wentworth  for  any  length  of 
time.  Consequently  I  cannot  tell  you  anything  about  Abraham  Jones.  He  sold  a  part  of  the 
Stoneville  grant  to  Henry  Grogan,  signing  with  his  mark  and  that  is  all  I  have  any  record 
of 

I  also  know  little  about  the  Roberts  family.  My  entire  knowledge  comes  from  Granny's 
and  that  extended  no  further  than  her  grandparents.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Jones  W. 
Roberts  (1843-1895)  and  Virginia  Elizabeth  Grogan  (1855-189?).  Jenny  Roberts  was  the 

daughter  of  James  Madison  Grogan  of  whose  ancestry  there  is  an  outline  in  VI, 

350.  J.W.  Roberts  was  a  1st  Lieutenant  of  Co.  F  45*  N.C.  Reg't  and  was  imprisoned  at 
Johnson's  island  during  the  war.  Granny  was  bom  in  splendid  home  -  log  house  in  the 
Matrimony  neighborhood  which  I  hope  is  still  standing.  She  grew  up  in  Stoneville  where 
her  father  ran  a  General  Store,  at  least  for  a  time.  I  remember  that  Granny  saying  they 
lived  in  a  brick  house  on  the  lot  where  the  school  now  stands.  She  married  Wm  Daniel 
Fagg  in  1888  and  they  eventually  ended  up  with  the  home  place  of  Will's  father,  Jones 
Francis  Fagg,  which  we  have  sold  to  Burlington  Mills  in  recent  years.  I  do  not  remember 
my  grandfather  and  am  not  sure  about  the  dates  of  his  postmastership. 

J.W.  Roberts  was  the  son  of  John  Roberts  (1797-1893)  M.  1834  and  Susan  Minerva 
Thomas  (1809-1893).  Their  home  stood  on  the  hill  that  Posey  Sneed  lives  and  was  found 
to  have  brick  nogging  in  the  walls  when  it  was  pulled  down  to  build  the  present  house. 
All  of  these  Roberts  are  buried  across  the  road  from  Posey's  house.  I  think  John  Roberts 
was  son  of  Thomas  Roberts  but  am  not  sure.  I  do  some  genealogy,  but  I  just  never  have 
been  in  a  position  to  give  full  attention  to  the  Roberts  family.  It  is  complex  as  I  am  sure 
you  know. 

I  spent  several  months  with  my  grandmother  and  have  many  fond  memories  of 
Stoneville.  We  spend  our  summers  in  EHiplin  Co.  but  I  seldom  have  occasion  to  go  to 
Rockingham  Co.  any  more.  There  will  soon  be  no  one  of  our  family  name  left  there, 
which  is  rather  sad,  I  suppose

I  hope  you  will  be  able  to 
locate  her  address  as  I  would  like  to  correspond  with  her  if  she  is  still  living. 

Her  father,  Martin  Luther  Lewis,  was  the  youngest  child  of  Devroux  Marquis  Lewis 
(D.  Marcus)  b.  1814,  d.  Dec  1897  and  Arenia  Clifton,  b.  14  Aug  1824  d.  1910,  D. 
Marcus's  children  were  as  follows:  John  Lewis  b:  1841,  died  young;  Andrew  Jackson 
Lewis,  b.  22  Jul  1842,  d.  25  Feb  1922,  married  Mary  Jane  Cruise  and  lived  at  Reed 
Creek,  near  Sylvatus,  Va.,  on  the  Carroll  and  Wythe  County  lines;  Wilmouth  O'Neil 
Lewis,  b.  21  Dec  1844,  d.  1  Dec  1943  married  William  Taylor  Massey;  William  King 
Lewis,  b.  1845,  married  his  cousin,  Susan  C.  Barnes,  dau.  of  John  V.  and  Janet  Barnes  of 
Rockingham  County,  N.C;  Sarah  Lewis,  b.  1848,  died  young;  Columbus  P.  Lewis,  b. 
1850,  died  from  drowning  when  young;  James  Matthew  Lewis,  b.  1852,  married  Kitty 
Mills  of  Patrick  County,  Va.;  Thomas  E.  Lewis,  b.  15  Apr  1854,  d.  13  Sept.  1928, 
married  Rosebell  Tatum,  they  lived  at  Stella  in  Patrick  County;  Robert  Myre  Lewis,  b. 
1757,  married  his  cousin,  a  widow,  Naomi  (Barnes)  Carter,  sister  of  Susan,  and  went  with 
his  parents  and  older  brother,  William  King  Lewis  to  Pelouse  City,  Washington  and 
Bums,  Oregon.  Joanne  C.  Lewis,  b.  20  Oct  1859,  married  H.D.  Anglin.  Martin  Luther 
Lewis,  b.  1863.  He  also  went  to  Oregon  with  his  parents  and  two  older  brothers,  and  later 
to  California. 

Note:  Andrew  Jackson  Lewis,  above  was  father  of  George  Washington  Lewis,  b.  29 
Apr  1880,  who  had  Lewis  Manor  Lewis  at  Sylvatus  and  was  first  cousin  to  your  father. 

My  great  great  grandfather,  Theophilus  C.  Lewis  b.  20  Apr  1786,  d.  17  Feb  1864  and 
your  great  great  grandfather,  John  Penn  Lewis  b.  4  Jul  1783  was  the  two  youngest  sons  of 
Revolutionary  soldier,  Lieut.  William  Langston  Lewis,  b.  1738  d.  1786  and  his  wife, 
Sarah  Mariah  Pratt.  William  and  wife,  who  are  buried  in  our  old  family  plot  just  south  of 
Stoneville,  received  land  grants  here  from  the  state. 

The  wife  of  John  Penn  Lewis  was  Elizabeth  Sams,  called  by  the  diminutives  "Bettie" 
and  "Betsie".  She  was  bom  in  1789  per  the  1850  Henry  County  census,  dau  of  Elijah 
Sams  who  was  bora  in  1766.  Elijah  was  still  alive  in  1860  and  living  in  the  home  of  his 
grandson,  John  Penn  Lewis  Jr.  per  the  1860  census  of  Rockingham  County,  N.C. 

The  house  of  the  elder  John  Penn  Lewis  and  wife,  Betsie,  was  right  straddle  the  border 
of  N.C.  and  Va.  between  Henry  County  and  Rockingham  County  near  Matrimony  Creek 
and  Poplar  Branch,  about  five  or  six  miles  northeast  of  present  day  Stoneville.  Their 
children  were  as  follows;  William  Lewis  b.  1805  married  his  cousin  Wilmouth  Lewis  of 
Pittsylvania  County,  Va.  and  had  children  in  Rockingham  County  and  Patrick  County; 
John  Penn  Lewis  Jr.  b.  1808,  d.  1879,  married  his  cousin  Sarah  Lewis  who  was  sister  of 
Wilmouth  and  lived  on  the  Lick  Fork  of  Buffalo  Island  Creek  about  three  miles  Northeast 
of  present-day  Stoneville;  Elizabeth  Lewis,  b.  1810.  she  was  the  second  wife  of  Nase 
Lewis  of  Pittsylvania  County  (Nase  not  close  kin);  Sarah  Lewis  b.  ca  1812;  Devreaux 
Marcuis  Lewis  ("D.  Marcus"),  b.  1814,  died  Dec  1807,  married  Arenia  Clifton,  dau  of 
John  Clifton  and  Alsey  Grogan;  Mary  Lewis  b.  ca  1818,  married  John  Christopher 
Robertson;  Ann  Lewis,  b.  1824  married  Thomas  Carter;  Martin  Lewis  (not  be  confused 
with  his  nephew,  Martin  Luther  Lewis)  b.  826,  married  Martha  Cmise  of  Carroll  County. 


Martin,  the  youngest  child  of  the  family  didn't  marry  until  relatively  late  (20  June 
1861).  He  sold  his  place  in  Henry  County  and  moved  to  Snake  Creek  District  in  Carroll, 
which  was  the  home  of  his  wife,  Martha.  They  had  only  one  known  child,  John  David 
Lewis,  who  was  bom  in  1863  and  married  Sarah  Delia  Clifton.  They  lived  just  east  of 
Hillsville  and  had  a  large  family  whose  members  still  reside  in  the  area. 

Concerning  Theophilus  Lewis,  the  brother  from  whom  I  descend;  He  being  the 
youngest  son  of  his  parents,  stayed  here  and  is  buried  at  the  foot  of  their  grave.  Theo's 
wife,  who  is  also  buried  there,  was  Martha  "Patsy"  Thomas,  b.  12  Sept.  1884  d.  9  Nov 
1 867.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Lewis  Thomas  and  his  first  wife,  Agnes  Hampton. 

Theophilus  Lewis  and  his  father-in-law  were  both  old  time  school  masters  here.  I  have 
a  portrait  of  Theo  and  granny  Patsy  made  in  Richmond,  Virginia  in  1850.  She  has  ring  on 
all  her  fingers. 

Note:  One  of  the  sons  of  Theophilus  was  also  named  John  Penn  Lewis.  He  was  bom  16 
Sept.  1814  d.  25  June  1859  and  married  Martha  Elizabeth  Thomas.  These  were  my  great- 
great  grandparents.  Their  farm  was  at  Mountain  Run  Creek  on  the  South  edge  of  what  is 
now  the  town  of  Stoneville. 

As  you  may  see  by  the  record  here,  my  great-great  grandfather,  John  Penn  Lewis  of 
Mountain  Run  Creek  was  a  nephew  of  your  John  Penn  Lewis  Sr.  and  a  first  cousin  to  his 
son,  John  Penn  Lewis  Jr.  of  the  Lick  Fork  of  Buffalo  Island  Creek;  also  first  Cousin  of  D. 
Marcus  Lewis.

It  was  good  to  hear  from  you.  The  information  that  you  had  that  Nathaniel  Thomas  was 
the  son  of  Adam  Thomas  and  Martha  Jane  Chandler  was  good  to  see.  That  had  been  in 
the  back  of  our  minds,  but  there  is  no  real  proof  of  Nathaniel  being  the  son  of  Adam 
Thomas  in  Rockingham  County.  There  were  several  infant  boys  in  the  Adam  Thomas 
family  that  supposedly  died  young  so  one  of  these  is  possibly  Nathaniel.  You  can  see  by 
the  enclosed,  my  great  grandfather,  James  Hamilton  Thomas  (died  1940)  said  that  he 
though  that  Nathaniel  Thomas  might  be  a  son  of  Michael  and  Barbara  and  had  moved  to 
Forsyth  County.  So  he  was  pretty  close  on  this  as  it  looks  like  that  is  what  happened.  In 
1853  a  court  document  was  signed  in  Rockingham  County  that  gave  all  the  Adam 
Thomas  property  to  his  wife  Martha  Jane  Thomas.  W.O.  Thomas,  a  brother  to  Nathaniel 
Thomas  was  living  at  Belews  Creek  at  that  time  and  he  signed  the  document.  Nathaniel 
Thomas  did  not  sign  the  document.  Since  Nathaniel  did  not  sign  the  document,  there  has 
always  been  some  doubt  in  my  mind  if  he  belonged  to  this  family.  But  with  your  mention 
of  Adam  Thomas  as  the  father  of  Nathaniel  Thomas,  I  feel  probably  that  he  is. 

I  am  going  to  enclose  a  chart  to  show  how  the  Thomas  family  lineage  has  been  proven  by 
using  the  DNA  testing.  Richard  Lowell  Thomas  is  my  cousin  and  my  mother  Charlotte 
Wilson  was  a  sister  to  his  father,  James  Thomas.  Your  line  would  be  another  line  from 

Michael  Thomas  &  Barbara  which  the  chart  shows  my  great-great  grandfather 

James  Thomas  descending  from.  Adam  Thomas  would  fit  in  beside  James  if  we  can  get  a 
DNA  test  done  by  someone  from  the  Nathaniel  Thomas.  It  has  to  be  someone  with  the 
Thomas  last  name  and  I  am  in  contact  with  Gregory  Thomas  and  his  uncle,  Allen  B. 
Thomas  and  I  am  hoping  that  we  can  get  one  of  them  to  take  the  DNA  test  and  prove 
beyond  much  of  a  doubt  that  Nathaniel  Thomas  did  descend  from  Adam  Thomas. 

Did  the  Adam  &  Jane  Thomas  names  come  from  a  bible  or  was  it  just  passed  down 
through  the  family.  If  from  a  bible  I  would  like  to  have  a  copy  of  it.  The  last  name  of 
Barbara  has  never  been  found.  We  had  thought  that  she  had  come  from  Culpepper 
County  but  I  am  inclined  to  believe  now  that  she  was  from  Rockingham  County. 

Working  with  one  of  the  photos  that  you  sent  I  was  able  to  get  a  pretty  good  copy  of  it. 
The  one  with  four  women  may  not  do  very  good,  but  will  try. 

John  F.P.  Thomas  had  daughters  Minnie  U.  Thomas,  Mary  Edner  M.  Thomas,  Emma  C. 
Thomas,  Lilly  A.  Thomas.  Do  you  know  anything  about  these  people? 

By  the  way  my  middle  initial  stands  for  Thomas.  I  was  named  for  my  grandfather,  John  J. 
Thomas. 


Also  William  O.  Thomas  moved  to  Belews  Creek  shortly  after  Nathaniel  Thomas  and 
was  living  about  one  house  away  which  could  have  been  several  miles.  William  O. 
Thomas  was  involved  in  quite  a  few  land  transactions  there.  He  married  Elizabeth  Price 
in  Rockingham  County  and  then  married  Nancy  Fulp  in  1857  and  it  appears  he  married 
her  sister,  Lucy  Ann  Fulp  in  1959.  Do  you  know  anything  on  W.O.  Thomas  and  his 
family?  I  will  send  the  group  sheet  on  him.  Also  a  Tyre  Carter,  a  neighbor  from  the 
Shiloh  area  came  to  Belews  Creek  shortly  after  they  did.  Someone  found  his  grave  30 
years  ago  but  has  lost  track  of  where  it  was

My  dear 
brothers  and  sisters,  I  would  say  something  that  would  be  consoling  to  you,  etc.

Dear  Brother 

I  take  my  pen  in  hand  for  the  purpose  of  informing  you  that  I  am  well  at  present  and 
father  and  James  are  well.  I  reckon  that  you  heard  that  Uncle  Samuel  was  dead  and 
Cousin  Barbara  Gates.  She  had  a  baby  and  it  killed  her.  The  baby  is  living  yet.  John 
Raglands  wife  took  it.  Allen,  there  is  not  a  word  about  tobacco.  I  have  heard  of  two  or 

three  crops  being  sold  by  an  at  50  cents  per  hundred  up  about  Madison.  Allen, 

I  have  weighed  all  of  your  tobacco  but  have  not  banded  any  yet.  I  am  going  to  band  some 
today.  We  are  going  to  sow  oats  over  at  the  Giry  place  where  you  had  oats  and  com. 
Father  wants  to  know  if  you  expect  to  put  up  tobacco  or  not.  If  you  do  we  will  plant  your 
vegetables.  We  are  about  half  dun  sowing  oats.  We  have  sowen  about  1 5  bushels. 
Nothing  more  at  present

Copied  from  the  original  letter  (1979)  in  the  possession  of  Allen  J.  Thomas.  The  letter 
had  come  out  of  the  old  James  "Jimmie"  Thomas  house  after  the  death  of  Allen's  mother, 
Clair  Thomas  in  1979.  Samuel  Thomas  was  to  die  during  the  Civil  War  on  26  December 
1862  in  Richmond,  Virginia  of  Smallpox.  This  was  wrote  to  his  brother  Allen  Thomas 
who  was  living  at  the  old  homeplace  with  his  father,  James  Thomas  and  his  other  brother, 
James  Hamilton  Thomas. 

James  Thomas  to  School  Committee  of  District  No.  30 
State  of  North  Carolina  -  Rockingham  County 

This  Indenture  made  this  S*^"*  day  of  March  1879  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand 
Eight  hundred  and  seventy  nine  between  James  Thomas  Sr.  of  the  first  part  in  the  County 
of  Rockingham  and  State  of  North  Carolina  and  John  McDonald,  Marceluis  Denning  and 
James  H.  Thomas,  School  committee  of  District  No.  30  in  said  County  and  their 
successors  in  office,  parties  of  the  second  part,  the  said  James  Thomas,  hath  given, 
granted  and  confirmed  by  these  presents  doth  give,  grant  and  conform  unto  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part  and  their  heirs  in  consideration  of  one  fourth  acre  land  for  the  purpose 
of  a  school  house  to  be  built  on  said  land  for  the  benefit  of  the  colored  children.  The  said 
land  belonging  to  James  Thomas  Sr.  in  the  county  of  Rockingham  and  State  of  North 
Carolina  is  bounded  and  described  as  follows:  It  is  in  the  Southwest  comer  of  the  said 
James  Thomas  tract  on  the  east  side  of  the  public  road  leading  from  Wentworth  to 
Stoneville  on  the  West  and  about  V*  mile  from  Robt  Glenn  on  the  South.  In  testimony 
whereof  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  hath  hereunto  set  his  hand  and  affix  his  seal  in  the 
year  above  written,  signed,  sealed  and  delivered.

I  try  to  take 
the  weather  as  it  comes.  Just  say  this  the  day  the  Lord  made,  rejoice  ye  in  it,  but  looks 
like  I  can  be  happier  when  the  sun  shines.  They  are  all  guying  me  about  my  Ground  Hog 
weather.  I  was  looking  for  six  weeks  of  bad  weather  and  it  has  been  unusually  pretty  so 
far.  Tonight  I  have  finished  and  stuffed  two  dolls  for  Orene  Bragdon  and  declared  some 
letters  must  be  written.

It  was  a  nice  surprise  to  get  your  letter  and  thanks  for  the  picture  of  Aunt  Eliza. 
It  called  back  old  memories.  I've  seen  her  sit  like  that  for  hours.  Just  that  contented.  All 
the  pictures  you  have  sent  me  have  been  very  much  appreciated.  It  was  nice  to  get  the 
Delia  Thomas  one.  She  was  my  second  public  school  teacher  at  Grassy  Springs  School. 
Guy  Lewis  took  my  picture  there  sometime  ago  and  also  at  the  old  Sam  Thomas 
Chimney.  If  they  come  to  me,  I'll  share  with  you  all.  I  have  enjoyed  the  gifts  fi^om  your 
family  and  the  visits  are  so  nice.  The  January  weather  has  been  just  fine,  somewhat  cold 
but  I  tell  them  the  dish  rag  has  not  frozen  but  one  time.  Irene  says  what  difference  does  it 
make  if  the  old  dish  rag  does  freeze.  My  point  is  that  if  that  happens,  the  next  thing  could 
be  the  pipes  and  that's  bad  here.  I  have  a  colored  plumber  and  he  comes  for  me  good.  The 
reason  that  I  think  is  I  was  smart  enough  to  served  popcorn  one  time  and  he  remembers  it, 
ha!

There  are  probably  more  deeds  that  were  not  recorded.  There  is  a  good  possibility  that 
some  deeds  are  entered  in  the  Court  records.

Michael  Thomas,  A  Son  of  John  Thomas,  Jr.? 

Mrs.  Roger  M.  Johnson  has  information,  not  verified,  that  John  Thomas,  Jr. 
may  have  had  a  son  Michael.     The  story  goes  that  Michael  Thomas  in  Rockingham 
Co.,  NC   (probably  should  be  VA  not  NC)    from  Bromfield  Parish,  Culpeper  Co.,  VA 
married  Barbara  Harrensparger  about  1770  and  had  ten  identified  children  (given 
later).     Just  sitting  and  thinking  about  this  situation,  I  am  inclined  to  believe 
that  there  may  be  merit  in  the  story.     I'm  going  to  list  Michael  as  a  son  of 
John  Thomas,  Jr.     Perhaps  with  a  question  mark  but  a  probable. 

First,  Bromfield  Parish,  Culpeper  Co.  is  the  correct  location.  Bromfield 
Parish  was  the  northern  two-thirds  of  present  day  Madison  Co. ,  most  of  present 
day  Rappahannock  Co.  and  a  small  part  of  present  day  Culpeper.     Michael,  as  a 
given  name,  is  not  found  among  the  English  Thomases.     Michael  is  already  ident- 
ified in  the  family  of  Michael,  the  brother  of  John  Thomas,  Jr..     This  seems  to 
leave  only  one  family  in  which  to  place  him. 

The  land  transactions  of  John  Thomas,  Jr.  seem  to  offer  support  to  the 
idea.     Going  back  to  the  deeds  and  gifts  and  sales  which  John  Thomas,  Jr.  made 
to  his  children,  note  that  he  apparently  divided  one  parcel  into  about  five  equal 
parcels  of  about  100  acres  each.     This  was  not  his  entire  lauid  holding  but  it  did 
seem  to  be  a  contiguous  tract  of  about  500  acres.     After  the  initial  plcins  were 
laid,  there  appears  to  have  been  a  change  of  direction.     Perhaps  the  son  decided 
he  would  move  and  forego  his  inheritance  in  Culpeper  Co.  for  other  considerations. 
However,  John  Thomas,  Jr.  proceeded  to  dispose  of  this  tract  roughly  in  accord- 
ance with  his  initial  pleins: 

109  acres  were  given  to  Jacob  Holtzclaw 
90  acres  were  given  to  Jacob  Blankenbaker 
96  acres  were  given  to  Joseph  Holtzclaw 

210  acres   (described  as  106  acres  plus  104  acres)  were  apparently  sold  to 
John  Rciilsback. 

The  original  plan  had  been  to  give  either  the  106  or  104  acre  tract  to 
his  son  Michael.     Instead,  John  Railsback  got  both  tracts  probably  on  the  basis 
that  he  paid  for  one  and  received  the  other  as  a  gift.     The  deeds  above  were  in 
the  1760-1762  period.     In  1764,  John  Thomas,  Jr.  still  owned  541  acres.  This 
land  he  deeded  away  from  1769  to  1771: 

to  John  Finnell 

to  John  Hamsberger  of  Augusta  Co. 

to  Michael  Smith  (his  brother-in-law) 

to  Zachary  Smith  (his  nephew) 
I  mentioned  that  Michael,  the  proposed  son  of  John  Thomas,  Jr.  married  Barbara 
Harrensparger  which,  of  course,  is  a  variation  of  Hamsberger.     Thus  the  land 
sale  to  John  Hamsberger  was  probably  a  sale  to  ainother  relative. 

The  little  that  I.  know  about  the  Hamsberger  genealogy  is  given  in  Germ  anna 
Record  6^.       The  immigrant  John  and  wife  Barbara  (Anna  Purva)   apparently  had  only 
one  sjon,  Stephen.     The  father  died  in  1760.     The  will  of  John  Hamsbeifger,  dated 
15  JAN  1759,  mentions  his  second  wife  Anna  Magdalena  (Snyder)  Ay lor  and  leaves 
land  to  his  grandchildren,  John,  Barbara,  Elisabeth  and  Margaret   (none  of  the 
women  seem  to  be  married)   all  four  of  whom  are  children  of  son  Stephen  by 
Stephen's  first  wife  Agnes.     The  son,  Stephen,  moved  to  Augusta,  later  Rock- 
ingham Co.,  VA  where  the  tithables  show  him  and  his  three  sons  by  his  second 
mcLrriage   (wife  unknown)  .     These  three  sons  were  Adam,  Conrad  and  Henry.  The 
tithable's  list  covers  1782  to  1789  plus  later  years.    John  Hamsberger  was  also 
living  in  Augusta  Co.  by  1771  when  John  Thomas,  Jr.  sold  him  land  located  in 
Culpeper  Co.     In  1779,  John  Hamsberger  sold  the  land  in  Culpeper  which  had  been 
given  to  him  by  his  grandfather  John  Hamsberger.     Rockingham  Co.  marriages

This  is  fascinating!  I  may  have  written  you  this  -  can't  remember.  I'm  a  descendant 
of  Michael  Thomas  (1721-1799)  of  the  1717  Germania  colony.  By  now  I  have  identified 
some  1300  descendants  of  those  first  Thomas's  settlers  (names  unknown)  Michael's  son 
Abraham  (1756-1843)  wrote  his  memoirs  in  1839.  Using  clues  in  this,  verification  of 
records  and  the  data  of  The  Germania  Record  No.6,  I've  been  able  to  identify  about  half 
of  my  Michael's  25  (!)  children,  and  follow  later  close  associations  between  these  early 
Germania  settlers  in  Penn.  And  Ky. 

Don't  you  think  your  Michael  must  be  a  son  of  my  Michael's  older  brother  John  bom 
in  Germany  before  1717?  My  Michael's  son,  Michael  Jr.  wasn't  bom  until  1759.  By 
1769  his  first  wife  had  died  and  he  married  (2)  Eve  Susannah  Margaret  Hart.  Susie  in 

1769  settlement  was  allowed  most  of  the  in  Penn.  land  then  claimed  by  Virginia 

-  Michael  and  family  removed  there  to  land  he  had  purchased  at  the  mouth  of  ten  mile 
creek.  His  daughter,  Margaret  wife  of  Everhect  Hupp  has  been  said  to  be  the  first  white 
woman  to  settle  west  of  the  Monongahela. 

As  yet  I  haven't  any  data  on  John  beyond  that  contained  in  the  Germania  Record. 
Some  of  his  Holtzclaw  descendants  are  still  close  to  Michael's  family  later  in  Kentucky. 

There  doesn't  seem  to  be  any  other  place  for  your  Michael  to  fit.  Ahhough,  I  don't 
have  it  at  my  finger  tips  now,  those  English  Thomas's  in  Culpeper  county  seemed  to  have 
been  well  researched.  And  there's  the  pattem  of  given  names- very  different  between 
descendants  of  the  two  groups.  John,  Adam,  Samuel  Mary,  Anna,  Susanna 
And  Catherine  are  used  over  and  over  in  many  of  Michael's  children  and  grandchildren. 

Tme  your  Michael  wasn't  mentioned  in  those  deeds  of  gift  1760-1772,  But  could  not 
have  been  when  John  and  your  Michael  might  have  left  Culpeper?  Have  you  found  them 
in  Rockingham  Co.,  Va.  or  earlier  in  Augusta  County  -  records  with  the  Harrenspargers? 
None  of  these  many  families  I've  followed  migrated  there  -  They  go  in  groups  until  1850 
or  later. 

As  I  may  have  written  I'm  a  double  Thomas  descendant.  Abraham  Thomas  married 
Sussana  Smith  in  1775.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Adam  Smith  and  a  granddaughter  of 
(John)  Michael  Smith,  Jr,  and  Anna  Magdalena  Thomas  (sister  of  John  and  Michael) 

Just  on  a  chance,  I  checked  Chalkley.  Found  Barbara  Harrensparger's  relative 

Stephen  in  Augusta  and  Rockingham  Counties  and  a  John  Thomas  in  the  area 

1 774  on.  But  yours  (?)  John.  No  way  to  know  .  And  no  Michael 

Well  -  if  you  think  there  may  be  more  to  this,  I'll  be  happy  to  send  you  group  sheets  It 
would  seem  that  in  any  case  the  families  separated  about  1770.  Can  you  guess  who  might 
have  gone  with  your  Michael  to  N.C.?  I  would  like  to  hear  what  you  make  of  it  all.  And  if 
you  have  any  other  scraps  of  data  or  tradition  if  just  might  fit  into  something  I've  found.

Thank  you  so  very  much  for  taking  the  time  to  talk  with  me  the  other  night.  It  would 
appear  from  what  you  have  told  me  that  I  have  gotten  on  the  wrong  path  with  my  Thomas 
research.  Any  help  you  can  give  me  to  get  onto  the  correct  path  will  be  greatly 
appreciated. 

I  am  the  son  of  Charles  Joel  Jackson.  He  was  the  son  of  Joel  Johnston  Thomas  who  was 
the  son  of  William  Jasper  Thomas  (see  exhibit  "A")  W.J.  Thomas  was  the  son  of  Lewis 
Thomas  (see  exhibit  "B").  Lewis  was  the  son  of  William  Thomas  (see  exhibit  "C").  To 
this  point  there  is  no  question  I  am  correct. 

William  Thomas  states  in  his  pension  application  for  rev.  war  pension  he  was  bom  Jan. 
20,  1763  in  Culpeper  County,  Virginia  (see  exhibit  "D"). 

When  I  went  to  Culpeper,  Virginia  I  was  looking  for  a  William  Thomas  who  had  a 
brother  Jesse.  Luckily  I  found  two.  Massey  Thomas  and  John  Thomas.  I  enclosed  a  copy 
of  Will  of  John  Thomas  who  died  in  Madison  County,  Virginia  in  1793  (See  Exhibit 
"E").  Also  see  copy  of  Will  of  John  Thomas  who  was  the  father  of  John  Thomas  I  think? 
(See  exhibit  "F")  I  also  have  several  recorded  gifts  to  William  and  Jesse  from  both  John 
Thomas's.  Both  William  and  Jesse  were  living  in  North  Carolina  at  the  time  the  gifts 
were  made. 

Joel  Thomas  died  in  Elberton,  Georgia  in  1792.  William  Thomas  administered  his  estate.

If  you  are  still  layed  up  with  it  why  don't  you  come  on  down  here 
for  a  month  or  so,  til  it  gets  better-  Did  you  know  you  are  welcomed?  All  of  us  speak  of 
you  often.  Let  us  hear  how  you  are  doing  since  your  3"^**  attempt  with  your  wrist.. 

Say,  it  is  about  time  to  pollute  the  streams  again  on  Chestnut  Mtn.  Do  you  suppose  that 
is  when  all  the  pollution  started? 

Say!  The  garbage  dump  has  been  cleaned  up  between  here  and  Mt.  Bethel  Church.  Cost 
the  county  $450.00  to  get  it  cleaned.  This  was  done  last  week.  Ten  people  were  caught 
and  prosecuted  last  week  and  friends  for  dumping  there. 

Tell  Butch  we  hope  he  will  come  see  us  soon.  Tell  him  if  he  loves  me,  he  will  come 
back. 

Viola  has  a  real  bout  in  the  hospital,  Xmas.  Had  ruptured  appendix  or  something.  She's 
back  home  not  doing  any  work  yet.  She  has  Reustoid  Arthritis  -  expect  same  kind 
Vaughn  has.

John  Adam  Thomas 


John  Adam  Thomas  married  16  Sept.  1845  to  Elizabeth  Jane  Robertson  who  was  bom  14 
Jun  1 826,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  John  Robertson  and  Catherine  (Lemons)  Robertson. 

Elizabeth's  father  was  first  pastor  of  Reidsville  Baptist  Church  when  it  was  founded  in 
1844.  There  is  a  book  there  at  the  church  with  his  picture  and  some  description  of  his  life 
and  work. 

Catherine  (Lemons)  Robertson's  parents  were  Alexander  and  Obedience  Lemons  of 
Tomlions  Fork  Creek.  Alexander,  who  was  bom  on  8  Feb.,  1861,  was  mustered  into  the 
North  Carolina  Militia  at  the  age  of  eighteen  in  March,  1779  at  the  Spring  Garden 
Community.  He  was  a  Private  in  Captain  John  Leake's  company  of  the  Regiment 
commanded  by  Col.  Henry  Dixon.  This  unit  marched  to  the  south.  Upon  reaching  the 
Savannah  River,  they  camped  at  a  village  then  called  Purrysburg,  twenty  miles  upstream 
from  Savannah,  Greorgia.  They  were  in  the  battle  of  Stono. 

As  a  soldier  of  the  revolution,  Alexander  received  a  pension  in  1832  and  drew  it  until 
1858,  when  he  died.  He  and  his  wife  are  buried  at  Providence  Church  near  Stoneville. 

Alexander  Obedience  Lemons 

Lemons  died 

Sept.  5,  1846 


Alexander's  monument,  a  native  field  stone,  with  just  his  name  scratched  on  it,  remained 
here  for  over  a  hundred  years;  but  when  the  church  was  modemized  recently  all  common 
rock  markers  were  pulled  up  and  replaced  with  a  grey  brick  laid  level  with  the  ground 
(presumably  so  no  could  use  those  places  for  new  graves).  The  brick  is  down  in  the  grass 
so  the  lawn  mower  will  pass  over. 

John  Adam  Thomas  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  "Thomas"  Robertson  are  buried  in  the 
Baughn  mountain  cemetery  beside  county  road  No.  2212,  near  Stoneville.  Their  home 
was  just  down  the  hill  on  Mountain  Run  Creek.

My  Dear  Mrs.  Trent  Sharon,  Tenn,  Apr.  1955 

I  hardly  know  where  to  begin  to  tell  you  the  little  I  know.  My  grandfather  was  Michael 
Harden  Thomas;  he  was  married  to  Martha  Jane  Roberts  in  March  1845.  To  this  union  six 
children  were  bom.  My  father,  William  Ellis  Thomas,  Walter  Quincy  Thomas,  Sallie 
Lenora  (Thomas)  Parhaur,  Samuel  Harden  Thomas  and  twins,  Betty  Jane  and  Joseph 
Henry  who  both  died  in  infancy.  William  Ellis  Thomas  and  Ruth  Minerva  Thomas  were 
married  in  1872.

Thomas.  Michael  died  at  25  and  my  sister  Willie  Wade  at  16.  My  mother  was  distantly 
related  to  my  father.  Her  father  was  William  (O)  (JTD)  Thomas  and  I  think  her  mother 
was  a  (Elizabeth)  (JTD)  Price.  She  had  one  brother  who  died  in  the  Civil  War  and  three 
sisters.  Sallie  married  a  Joyner,  Jane  a  Matthews,  the  youngest;  Charlotte  married  a  Lewis 
of  Indiana.  The  others  married  in  N.C.,  Iredell  County  I  think.  My  grandfather  Mike  had 
migrated  to  Kentucky  from  N.C.,  a  short  while  after  he  came  here.  Located  near 
Hickman,  Kentucky.  That  is  where  my  grandfather  lived  at  the  time.  This  brother,  James 
Thomas  married  a  Ratcliffe.  To  this  union  9  children  were  bom.  Whitfield,  Fletcher, 
Bettie,  Jennie,  Annie,  Allie  and  Delilah.  They  all  lived  to  be  up  in  years.  The  two 
youngest,  James  P.  and  David  Yancey.  David  was  a  noted  teacher.  He  taught  Fayetteville, 
Ark.  University  for  years  and  also  in  Austin,  Texas  where  he  died  suddenly.  If  you  could 
get  in  touch  with  his  wife,  Mrs.  D.Y.  Thomas,  you  could  perhaps  get  some  information 
that  would  help  you.  He  was  planning  to  have  a  book  made.  He  went  to  N.C.  to  get  what 
he  could  learn.  While  I  think  it  was  on  my  last  visit  I  met  with  Mr.  Jim  Price  as  well  as  I 
remember  now.  He  lived  at  Wentworth  and  he  told  me  he  was  trying  to  get  up  a  history 
of  the  Price  and  Thomas  family.  I  will  try  to  find  out  about  what  D.Y.  Thomas  did.  My 
grandmother  was  a  sister  of  Mrs.  Susan  Willis  (Cou.  Joe  and  Sue's  mother).  I  guess  you 
know  them,  Jim  Roberts  &  Burl  Roberts.  Burl  married  a  Moir.  They  were  her  brothers. 
Whose  daughter  was  your  grandmother?  I  was  just  wondering  if  you  are  related  to  us. 
You  might  find  records  of  my  grandfather  and  father  in  Leaksville,  N.C.  Mr.  Dan  Fields 
married  my  mother  and  father.  I  met  him  on  my  visit  to  North  Carolina.  I  was  25  years  of 
age  at  that  time.  I  sure  had  a  wonderful  time.  I  visited  from,  Madison,  Stoneville  and 
Leaksville.  I  spent  several  months  with  my  Cousin  Jim  Thomas  (great-grandfather  of 
JTD)  and  family  in  the  Bethlehem  neighborhood.  My  second  visit  was  my  brother 
Michael's.  I  only  spent  six  weeks  time.  We  went  for  his  health.  So  he  did  not  improve.  So 
we  came  and  he  passed  in  a  short  while.  My  last  visit,  spent  about  a  year.  They  were 
happy  days.  I  will  be  82  this  coming  June.  My  husband  passed  away  eleven  years  last 
month.  I  had  no  children  of  my  own,  but  helped  raise  his  as  he  was  a  widower  and  also 
helped  my  sister  with  hers.  She  had  four,  all  married.  They  all  live  in  Mobile,  Ala.  So  I 
have  few  relatives  here,  three  or  four  cousins.  I  am  glad  that  you  wrote  me.  Maybe  I  can 
find  out  something  more.  I  will  be  glad  of  any  information  that  you  can  give  me.  My 
father  made  a  visit  to  N.C.  and  met  my  mother's  mother.  She  died  young.  At  her  death 
she  went  to  live  with  Mrs.  Wade.  I  know  you  have  heard  of  the  Wade  place.  A  cousin  of 
mine,  Jim  Wilson  of  Leaksville,  N.C.  owned  it  when  I  was  in  N.C.  A  brother  of  Peter 


Wilson  of  Leaksville,  N.C.  I  sure  would  like  to  make  one  more  visit  to  the  "old  North 
State"  but  as  old  as  I  am,  I  would  never  undertake  to  make  such  a  trip.  Distance  Doesn't 
amount  to  so  much  with  good  roads  and  cars.  I  know  I  must  stop.  You  will  be  tired  of 
trying  to  read  this  jumbled  up  letter.  Hoping  you  find  all  the  information  that  you  are 
looking  for.  Hope  to  hear  from  you  again.

I  did  notice  a  couple  of  public  trees  on  Ancestry.com  that  I  was  able  to  view  that  showed 
Robert  and  Rebecca  Dallas's  children  as  you  show  them.  There  were  a  couple  of 
different  spellings  of  their  first  child  Sophronia's  name  as  well  as  some  of  the  other 
children's  names.

Etta  was  the  oldest 

Lola  was  next,  then  Alma  and  the  next  was  Reeves  Ryan  (her  husband  and  two  children 
lived  in  Wilmington,  Delaware  and  the  whole  family  was  asphyxiated  in  1929  by  a  gas 
leak  in  the  house).  Uncle  Lester  was  the  baby  child. 

The  dining  room  was  logs  on  one  side.  (The  kitchen  was  a  separate  building  back  of  the 
house  at  one  time.  Probably  the  last  kitchen  was  added  to  the  log  part  and  all  the  front  of 
the  house  (living  room,  hall  and  bedroom)  were  logs.  I'm  guessing. 

My  grandparents  were  not  the  first  owners  of  the  house.  I  can't  remember  their  names, 
but  heard  there  was  a  child  burned  to  death  and  was  buried  in  our  cemetery.  (McDonald) 

It  may  have  been  the  Williams  or  Webb's  -  see  91-538  25  Feb  1893.  Mr.  O'Brian's 
name  may  have  been  Joseph.  I  really  don't  know  for  sure. 

I  don't  know  about  the  chimney.  Seems  like  the  kitchen  one  may  have  been  rock.  The 
two  taller  ones  may  have  had  cement  put  over  top  or  maybe  they  were  rocks  also.  (The 
house  is  100  years  old)

My  Dear  Cousin  Mildred: 

It  was  good  for  Betty  and  me  to  be  at  Bethlehem  last  Sunday  to  see  you  and  some 
of  your  family.  We  regret  not  getting  to  see  Edgar,  but  hope  that  he  is  entirely  well  by 
this  time.  We  also  hope  that  you  have  a  good  revival  there  at  Bethlehem. 

Enclosed  you  will  find  a  sheet  with  the  genealogy  of  Eugene  McDonald-Lillie  Mae 
Clark  family  as  it  was  given  to  me  two  years  ago  by  Hilda  McDonald  Ivie.  If  in  talking 
with  Hilda,  you  find  additional  information  which  I  need  to  bring  it  up  to  date,  I  would 
appreciate  you  sending  it  to  me.  I  would  like  to  keep  the  family  branches  as  near  up  to 
date  as  possible. 

Yesterday  I  worked  all  day  on  the  cemetery  at  Salem  Church.  I  notice  that  grave  of  one 
of  your  brothers  was  a  bit  low,  so  I  hauled  in  two  wheelbarrow  loads  of  fill  and  brought  it 
up  even.  I  also  cut  many  weeds  around  the  tombrocks  as  it  appears  those  who  mow  the 
cemetery  only  cut  those  which  they  can  get  with  a  mower  and  do  not  take  time  to  get  the 
weeds,  briars  and  beggar  lice  plants  away  fi^om  around  the  tomb  rocks. 

I  was  over  there  pretty  much  finishing  a  little  project  on  the  Carroll  plots.  I  have 
placed  a  modest  single  stone  with  the  word  "Carroll"  at  the  plot  with  my  grandparents 
(three  Uncles  and  Aunt)  and  also  at  my  parent's  grave  plot.  Since  it  is  in  the  present  plan 
that  Betty  and  I  be  buried  there  near  my  parents,  though  she  has  burial  privileges  back  in 
the  cemetery  in  Pennsylvania,  we  enlarged  to  the  coping  stone  around  my  parent's  plot  to 
include  two  vacant  spaces.  This  enlargement  brings  us  within  one  space  of  Henry 
Schoolfield's  grave,  and  not  far  fi"om  your  family,  though  there  is  open  space  at  the  other 
end  of  your  family  plot. 

Perhaps  you  know  my  brother-in-law,  Fred  Jones.  (Ruby's  husband)  has  been  pretty 
sick  for  over  two  months.  Early  in  May  he  came  down  with  his  back  and  went  into  the 
hospital  for  about  a  week,  but  the  doctors  have  told  him  nothing  except,  "It's  your  back, 
. . . .  You  will  get  over  it."  Yesterday  he  was  feeling  so  poorly  that  he  went  back  to  the 
doctor  without  an  appointment.  I  asked  him  what  the  doctor  told  him  and  he  replied 
"Nothing".  Did  he  give  you  any  new  medicine?  "No"  Great  -  just  look  at  him  and  charge 
him  twelve  dollars  !$ 

For  about  five  years,  since  retirement,  I  have  been  growing  a  garden  down  there  at  the 
Jones'.  Fred  is  now  85  and  only  gardens,  so  this  year  when  he  got  sick  I  had  to  take  over 
all  the  gardening  for  both  us.  Daughter  Margaret  lives  there  near  by  so  she  keeps  an  eye 
on  Ruby  and  Fred.  Margaret  at  the  end  of  the  school  year,  retired  fi^om  teaching  English 
in  Reidsville  Hi,  so  guess  she  can  keep  tabs  on  her  parents. 

Betty  has  gotten  along  pretty  well  the  last  few  months  and  I  get  along  well  for  my  age. 
Beginning  with  August,  I'm  going  back  to  work  part  time  for  one  of  the  local  Methodist 
churches.  It's  a  temporary  arrangement  and  can  be  terminated  any  time  either  wishes  it. 
This  work  may  prevent  my  going  to  West  Virginia  to  the  Meador  Reunion  in  October,  , 
but  I'll  wait  and  see.

,  but  Nina  was  always  afraid  &  that  was  the  first  time  she  had  ever  been  out  in  a  boat,  we 
just  could  not  believe  it  at  first.  We  are  all  fairly  well,  I  never  feel  very  well.  Hope  that 
you  and  yours  are  well.  Paul  has  been  on  the  market  in  South  Carolina  for  about  five 
weeks.  Fred  and  Reid  will  be  in  Lawrenceville  when  the  market  opens.  We  miss  them  all 
greatly.  I  guess  Paul  and  Ruby  will  be  in  Danville  this  winter  again  tho'  he  isn't  sure  yet. 
Nina  daughter  is  going  on  with  her  marriage  as  planned.  I  think  only  it  will  be  a  quick 
marriage  instead  a  wedding  as  they  intended.  It  will  be  late  in  September.  They  will  live 
in  Richmond;  she  wants  to  continue  working  for  a  while.  He  has  a  job  there  too.  I  had  a 
card  fi^om  Coz  Henrietta  also.  I  must  send  her  a  card.  I  wrote  Lottie  all  about  Nina,  ask 
her  to  read  it  to  her  when  she  saw  her.  I  feel  so  sorry  for  Coz  Henrietta,  being  so  near 
blind.  I  suppose  that  Coz  Sallie  is  in  Winston  yet.  We  are  all  getting  old.  Billie  keeps  up 
much  better  than  I.  I'd  love  to  get  a  letter  fi-om  you  and  hear  about  your  family.

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  thirty  first  received,  you  have  requested  that  from  the 
papers  in  the  Revolutionary  War  pension  claim.  Widow  File  No.  6279,  it  appears  that 
William  Thomas  was  bom  in  Culpeper  County,  Virginia,  January  30,  1763  and  was 
living  in  Guilford  County,  North  Carolina,  entered  the  Army  as  a  Private 
and  served  as  follows: 

From  August,  1 777,  for  three  months  under  Captain  John  Leak,  in  Colonel  James 
Martin  Regiment  and  was  at  the  battle  of  Cross  Creek,  From  august  1778,  for  three 
months  under  Captain  John  Leak  and  Colonel  Paisley  and  Martin  in  burning  seventeen 
Cherokee  towns.  In  August  or  September,  year  not  stated,  he  enlisted  under  Captain  John 
Leak  and  was  placed  under  Captain  Ralph  Chapman  and  Colonel  Lytle;  he  was  taken  sick 
in  the  spring  and  was  flirloughed  home.  From  Febmary  or  March  1781,  for  ten  weeks 
under  Captain  Richard  Vamum.  From  October  1781,  for  three  months,  officers  not  stated, 
out  after  the  Tories. 

He  was  allowed  pension  on  his  request  executed  September  3*^**,  1832,  while  residing  in 
Franklin  County,  Georgia,  there  he  died  November  27*,  1835  and  his  widow,  Agnes, 
(whom  he  married  in  Elbert  County,  Georgia)  was  living  when  she  was  allowed  pension 
on  her  application  executed  July  V\  1839,  at  which  time  she  was  sixty-five  years  of  age.

I  have  been  working  on  the  Thomas  family  history  in  Rockingham  County  for  nearly  40 
years.  I  descended  from  Michael  Thomas,  a  brother  of  the  John  that  you  descend  from.  I 
looked  in  the  Thomas  folder  at  the  community  college  yesterday  and  found  your 
wonderfiil  material  from  1994. 1  had  never  thought  to  look  in  the  folder  because  I  thought 
it  would  all  be  on  Michael  Thomas. 

I  have  already  done  a  book  on  Michael  Thomas  which  is  at  the  library  and  planning  on 
doing  another  with  both  Michael  and  John  Thomas  family  in  it.  I  suppose  that  is  the 
reason  that  I  did  not  get  the  letter  you  sent  in  1994  is  that  I  took  a  break  from  family 
history  research  for  several  years  and  started  again  around  the  year  2000. 

I  have  been  able  to  find  something  on  everybody  but  the  brother  Joel  Thomas.  William 
Thomas  went  to  Georgia  and  his  pension  application  is  full  of  information.  Your  line 
descends  from  Lewis  and  he  died  here  in  Rockingham  County  in  1817.  There  is  an  estate 
record  for  him  and  I  am  looking  at  it  now.  Jesse  Thomas  had  at  least  one  daughter  who 
married  into  the  Lewis  family. 

The  Lob  Cabin  that  Michael  Thomas  lived  in  (my  opinion)  is  still  standing  and  in  good 
shape.  It  is  on  Whetstone  Creek  near  the  old  Thomas  Cemetery  near  the  Shiloh  Airport. 
John  Thomas  (your  line)  lived  near  Shiloh  Primitive  Church  and  is  buried  the  area, 
according  to  research  done  by  Guy  V.  Lewis,  deceased. 

Michael  Thomas  had  a  son  John  and  he  is  only  child  that  I  do  not  have  anything  on.  This 
probably  helped  trigger  my  renewed  interest  in  the  Thomas  family. 

If  you  have  any  additional  information  I  would  like  to  hear  from  you.  I  am  looking  for 
obituaries  on  any  of  our  early  Thomas  anscestors  and  any  articles  that  pertain  to  them.

If  you  were  able  to  get  up  the  DNA  site,  the  lineage  chart  will  show  you  what  I  and  quite  f  ew  others 
believe  is  the  lineage  back  to  the  1600's  in  Grermany.  The  Germanna  group  is  the  correct  one  for  us  as  I 
see  it  today.  As  for  the  the  family  of  Barbara  I  would  not  be  surprised  if  she  was  from  a  North  Carolina 
family  that  was  here  when  Michael  came.

Also  I  did  not  find  Lewis  Thomas  on  this  tax 
list 

As  in  note  above  Sarah  Lewis  that  lived  near  Theopulis  Lewis  received  the  land  fi^om 
William  Thomas.  There  has  to  be  some  relationship  of  these  two  people. 

A  majority  of  the  Thomas  family  did  own  slaves.  Maybe  they  were  hiding  some  property 
when  filing  their  taxes. 

That  is  probably  Nathaniel  Barnes  who  married  Betsy  Thomas.  I  do  not  know  exactly 
where  or  when  he  died.  I  have  letters  out  to  two  of  his  descendants  and  hopefully  will  get 
this  line  figured  out. 

I  have  looked  at  the  index  for  both  Guilford  and  Rockingham  County.  Cannot  find 
anything.  So  William  Thomas  must  still  own  the  200  acres! ! ! !  I  just  don't  know. 

William  ,  Joel  &  Jesse  sold  750  acres 
William  sold  1 50  acres. 
William  gifted  150  acres 
Joel  sold  150  acres 
Lewis  had  485  acres 

What  about  Jesse  -  No  acreage  on  his  own 

If  I  remember  right  the  land  that  Michael  Thomas  bought  fi^om  Peay  was  part  of  Barbara 
Thomas's  dower.  May  have  been  248  acres. 

In  the  1850's  the  children  signed  over  the  property  of  their  deceased  father,  Adam  to  their 
mother  Jane  Thomas.  No  Nathaniel  Thomas  signed  this  agreement. 

Where  did  you  find  this  Bryan  Thomas  on  Sharps  Creek.  I  can't  recall  seeing  that. 

Nathaniel  Thomas???????  The  best  I  can  figure  out  he  could  possibly  be  a  son  of  John 
who  was  the  son  of  Michael.  But  then  again  I  not  so  sure  that  this  John  Thomas  was  ever 
married.  So  the  search  goes  on. 

Ruth  Jane  Thomas  and  Rebecca  Thomas.  Finding  out  who  they  were  may  add  a  lot  to  our 
research.  Could  they  have  been  children  of  John  &  Sarah  Thomas?  Finding  these  two 
may  help  a  lot.  More  needs  to  be  found  on  the  Lewis  family  which  may  give  us  a  lead.

FUNERAL  PARTY  OF  50  WAS  MAROONED  FIVE  DAYS  BY  SNOW  STORM 
Entirely  cut  off  from  communications  with  the  outside  world  by  snow,  members  of 
the  party  of  50  persons  attending  the  funeral  of  J.F.P.   Thomas,   six  miles  south 
of  Asheboro,  was  unable  to  leave  the  Thomas  residence  until  yesterday  afternoon. 
They  had  been  hemmed  by  snow  26  to  32  inches  deep  since  last  Tuesday.  The 
funeral  was  to  be  held  early  in  the  week,   took  place  Saturday  afternoon.  The 
funeral  party  was  finally  rescued  by  county  officials.  Mr.   Thomas  died  last 
Monday  morning  and  members  of  the  family  and  close  friends  gathered  at  the  bier 
Monday  and  Tuesday  to  pay  the  last  tribute  of  respect.  The  snow  began  early 
Tuesday  morning  and  continued  to  fall  throughout  Tuesday  and  Wednesday.  The  home 
deep  in  the  country  and  far  from  any  other  dwelling  was  inaccessible  to 
outsiders  as  the  country  side  as  the  outside  world  was  inaccessible  to  the  snow 
bound  mourners.  They  waited  in  vain  throughout  Tuesday  for  the  snow  to  cease  so 
that  funeral  services  might  be  conducted  and  then  on  Wednesday  it  was  found  that 
the  depth  of  the  drifts  were  such  that  all  roads-had  been  rendered  impassable. 
Among  the  mourners  was  the  family  of  W.H.   Rosson  of  Greensboro,   a  son-in-law  of 
the  deceased.  On  Thursday  the  supplies  of  food  in  the  house  were  practically 
exhausted  and  members  of  marooned  party  decided  that  they  had  get  to 
civilization.  Accordingly  mules  were  driven  six  miles  with  the  snow  at  some 
points  coming  well  up  on  their  bodies.   It  took  several  hours  for  those  breaking 
the  way  to  reach  Asheboro  where  they  communicated  with  county  officials.  County 
trucks  were  sent  out  Friday  but  they  were  unable  to  plough  through  the  deep 
drifts  and  this  method  of  rescue  had  to  be  abandoned  Friday  night,   the  county 
officials  sent  out  caterpillars  tractors  and  succeeded  in  breaking  a  trail  to 
the  home  so  that  funeral  party  might  convey  the  body  to  the  cemetery.  The 
funeral  was  finally  held  Saturday  afternoon.    (The  body  had  to  be  taken  50  miles 
to  Forsyth  County  to  be  buried.

One  Deer  Discovered 

"Sedgefield"  has  a  new  meaning  to  fully  150  people  of  Greensboro  this  morning.  Non 
longer  is  it  just  the  "The  Cobb  Farm"  out  on  the  High  Point  Road,  but  a  haven  of  pure 
delight,  a  regular  Pandora's  box  of  delights  and  surprises-a  place  of  such  possibilities  and 
realities  as  never  dreamed  of  by  the  company  who  yesterday  afternoon  and  last  night 
enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  Sedgefield,  Inc. 

The  occasion  was  a  joint  Rabbit  hunt  and  feast,  the  rabbits  playing  a  prominent  part  in 
each.  And  the  guests  were  members  the  Real  Estate  board  of  Greensboro,  active  and 
associate  and  their  wives.  To  conceal  anything  from  a  realtor-anything  appertaining  unto 
real  estate-is  a  feat  indeed,  therefore,  that  more  astounding  the  fact  that  this  city's  realtors 
journeyed  out  to  Sedgefield  yesterday  to  discover  a  new  land  of  promise. 

Truly,  it  was  a  jaunt  into  strange  territory  to  be  so  close  to  the  border  lines  of  a  great 
metropolis  such  as  Greensboro,  with  its  18  stories-a  place  where  Peter  Rabbits  are  so 
plentiful  that  they  are  hunted  not  with  blunderbusses  but  with  staffs,  where  deer  range 
and  wild  duck  disport  themselves  in  lakes,  where  quail  and  pheasant  cover  the  landscape 
like  English  sparrows. 

Yesterdays  hunt  was  participated  in  by  both  the  ladies  and  gentlemen.  A  score  of 
mutes  and  hounds  were  unleashed  to  give  chase  to  the  elusive  cottontail  and  the  hunters 
armed  themselves  only  with  sticks.  Within  a  brief  span  of  a  few  hours  they  had  bagged 
enough  game  to  make  a  very  conveniently  laden  wagon.  This  too,  despite  the  fact  that  the 
hounds  were  distracted  from  the  chief  business  of  the  afternoon  for  quite  a  time  in  the 
vain  attempt  to  run  down  a  buck  that  was  flushed  early  in  the  hunt.

And  then  as  a  fitting  close  of  a  perfect  day,  tired  hunters  and  huntresses  returned  to  the 
lodge  to  be  tempted  by  a  spread  that  was  assuredly  conceived  by  a  master  mind..  Salads 
and  Sandwiches,  roast  turkey  and  barbequed  hare,  hot  buttered  rolls,  rich,  golden  brown 
coffee  and  pies-oh,  those  pies!  There  were  mince  pies  and  potatoe  pies  and  pumpkin  pies 
-not  lean,  scrawny  but,  fat  luscious  pies  about  which  epicures  dream  before  they  write 
sunneris  to  cooks.  And  after  that  mellow  cigars  before  gloom  dispelling  fires  Oh!  Wealth 
where  are  thy  sitting. 

Joe  ,  eloquent  public  speaker  though  he  could  voice  only  partially  the  abiding 

satiisfaction  and  pleasure  of  the  guests  who  had  fared  so  sumptuously,  when  he  spoke  for 


them  in  appreciation  of  this  hospitality  but  a  rising  and  prolong  applause 

indicated  that  he  was  on  the  right  track. 

The  entertainment  was  in  the  hands  of  W.P.  Blair,  and  their  associates 

in  Sedgefield,  Inc.  and  their  ladies  attended  and  their  ladies  attended  must  in 

making  the  one  of  in  the  forgotten  delights  on  the  part  of  the  guests. 

Today,  no  doubt  everyone  present  last  night  is  spinning  day  dreams  of  the  time  at  a  far 
distant  when  they  major  have  a  section  of  this  major  Pinehurst  to  be  for  the  pitching  of 
country  home  and  shall  hark  back  in  spirit  and  background  in  the  country  side  of  Merrie 
England. 


Statements  from  conversations  with  Hunter  Robertson. 

30  June  2002  -  "William  Thomas  Allen  died  around  1948.  He  is  buried  in  the  Jarrell 
Cemetery  below  Stewart's  store  in  Rockingham  County.  The  body  had  to  be  carried  in 
across  a  creek  by  the  pallbearers.  He  was  my  grandfather  and  I  was  one  of  the 
pallbearers,  so  I  helped  carry  the  body.  My  parents  were  Lula  Jane  Alien  and  George 
Dewey  Robertson." 

30  June  2002  -  "William  J.  Jarrell  and  Laura  Nettie  Jarrell  were  cousins  and  they 
married.  When  I  was  a  teenager,  I  stayed  with  them  and  slept  on  the  front  porch.  Uncle 
Billy  had  been  paralyzed  and  was  bed  ridden  for  several  years.  One  night  after  I  had  gone 
to  sleep,  Aunt  Nettie  came  and  woke  me  up  and  told  me  that  Uncle  Billy  had  passed 

away." 

5  July  2002  -  "Thomas  D.  Robertson,  who  married  Henrietta  Dallas,  was  kin  to  my 
grandfather.  Will  Robertson.  Will  would  start  out  in  the  morning  and  go  to  a  store  or 
warehouse  and  sit  awhile,  then  move  on  to  another  store  until  he  went  home  for  lunch. 
Then  he  would  go  to  another  store  to  sit  around.  He  would  drive  his  car  without 
changing  oil  and  do  any  maintenance  to  it.  He  was  the  father  of  Herbert  Robertson." 

5  July  2002-  "I  remember  your  great-grandfather,  James  Hamilton  Thomas,  an  old  Civil 
War  Veteran.  We  would  wait  for  him  on  Sunday  morning  at  Bethlehem  Church.  He  was 
a  little  short  man  who  would  come  walking  up  the  road  with  a  cane.  He  could  not  hear 

well  and  they  had  a  special  chair  for  him  next  to  the  pulpit.  He  stuck  a  to  his  ear 

to  hear  the  preacher.  Bethlehem  was  a  Methodist  church,  James  Hamihon  Thomas  would 
shout  during  the  service,  thus  he  became  known  as  the  last  shouting  Methodist  at 
Bethlehem." 

5  July  2002  -  "My  father  was  George  Dewey  Robertson  and  one  time  the  old  Joe  Jarrell 
place  came  up  for  sale.  He  mentioned  to  Dr.  Sam  Pace  that  he  would  like  to  have  the 
place.  Dr.  Sam  asked  him  why  he  didn't  buy  it  and  my  father  said  he  didn't  have  the 
money.  The  property  was  auctioned  at  the  bank.  Dr.  Pace  bought  the  place  and  told  my 
father  here  is  your  farm.  My  father  said  I  don't  have  any  money  to  pay  you  for  it.  Dr. 
Pace  stated  that  he  could  pay  him  any  way  he  wanted  to.  My  father  was  having  a  hard 
time  paying  for  it,  so  while  in  service  I  took  out  an  allotment  and  paid  for  the  place." 

5  July  2002  -  "Sallie  Dallas,  an  unmarried  daughter  of  J.J.  Dallas,  lived  across  from  us  at 
the  old  Dallas  place  when  we  lived  at  the  old  Joe  Jarrell  place.  She  would  walk  through 
the  woods  and  cross  the  creek  to  visit  my  mother,  Lula  Allen  Robertson.  One  time  she 
got  sick  while  visiting  at  our  house  and  we  had  to  help  get  back  home.  We  walked  with 
her  as  we  had  no  other  way  to  take  her  home." 

5  July  2002  -  "Frank  Dallas  was  a  good  friend  with  Joe  Jarrell.  He  would  walk  from  his 
home  on  Fishing  Creek  to  Joe's  house  on  Town  Creek  on  Sunday  morning  where  they 
would  spend  time  talking.  Joe  had  a  Victrola  where  people  in  neighborhood  would  come 
to  listen  to. 


5  July  2002  -  "Uncle  Billy  (William  J.  Jarrell)  and  Aunt  Nettie  Jarrell  lived  in  the  two 
story  house  on  Town  Creek  where  Lester  Stewart  lived.  I  stayed  with  them  after  Uncle 
Billy  became  an  invalid.  There  was  no  room  to  sleep  in  the  house,  so  I  slept  on  the 
porch." 

20  August  2002  -  Visited  with  John  R.  Jarrell  at  his  home  on  the  Bethlehem  Church 
Road  to  discuss  Jarrell  Family  history.  Sidney  Somers  name  came  up.  He  was  a  single 
fellow  that  lived  alone  on  the  Somers  family  homestead  between  Bethlehem  Church  and 
Mt.  Hermon  Church.  He  was  a  soft-spoken  fellow.  John  Jarrell  said  "The  Somers  home 
was  the  voting  precint  of  the  Bethlehem  neighborhood  and  when  Jewel  (Dowell)  of  Irdell 
county  and  I  were  married,  I  took  her  up  to  Mr.  Somers  to  register  to  vote  and  he  asked 
all  the  questions  required.  He  ask  her  age  and  before  she  could  tell  him,  he  said,  we 
register  all  ladies  at  21  plus."  Hunter  Robertson  had  previously  said  "He  probably  voted 
each  of  the  people  in  the  cemetery  across  the  road  when  an  election  was  held." 

3  April  2004  -  Hunter  Robertson  and  I  drove  to  Granite  Falls  to  the  Cemetery  of  Dudley 
Shoals  Church.  We  found  several  Mecimore  graves.  One  grave  was  Maggie  Mecimore, 
1865-1917,  grandmother  of  Charles  Mecimore. 

Hunter  said  "Several  of  my  brothers  and  I  would  put  in  a  bam  of  tobacco  for  your  Uncle 
Edgar  Thomas.  He  would  give  us  $5  .00  for  the  barn  of  tobacco.  I  would  get  .50  cents  for 
handing  leaves.  The  one's  that  were  priming  would  get  $1 .50.  Edgar  said  that  we  would 
have  to  sucker  the  tobacco  for  that  price.  James  Carter  found  out  what  we  were  getting 
and  he  said  he  would  give  us  $10.00  per  bam." 

"Ezra,  Frank  and  Bob  Owens  were  good  people.  All  three  operated  county  stores  at 
sometime  in  their  life.  They  had  a  brother  who  drove  a  cab  in  Eden." 


Martha  "Patsy"  (Thomas)  Lewis'  stepmother  was  the  former  Phoebe  HoUoway  of 
Pittsylvania  County,  Va.  She  married  Patsy's  father,  Lewis  Thomas  in  1794. 

Phoebe,  who  was  bom  in  1761,  was  a  gracious  and  beautiful  lady  who  was  accepted  and 
beloved  by  the  family;  and  her  step  grand  and  great  grandchildren  always  called  her 
grandma 

In  a  trunk  with  old  family  papers  of  the  Theophillus  Lewis  family,  there  was  among  the 
items  in  it  and  old  1842  edition  of  the  novel  "Jane  Eyre."  And  on  the  margin  of  the 
preface  page,  penciled  in  a  charming  child's  scrawl,  the  following: 

"Grandma  Phoebe  Thomas  died  at  our  house  ~  with 

Pneumonia  14  ,  of  March,  1832.  Grandma  was  pretty.  Her  hair  was  curly 
And  it  was  white.  She  was  71  years  old." 

Note:  The  trunk  was  found  in  the  old  house  that  still  stands  on  the  East  Fork  of 

Sharp's  Creek;  this  was  the  house  of  Theophilus's  and  Martha's  daughter,  Sarah, 
who  married  Stratton  Baughn.  Also  in  the  old  trunk  there  were  found  the  personal  Bibles 
of  both  Theophillus  and  Martha.  The  Bibles  are  now  in  my  care

From  what  he  said  to  the  writer,  also  to 
his  wife  and  one  or  tow  of  daughters,  we  feel  safe  in  saying  that  he  had  made  his  peace 
with  the  Lord'

8.  WILLIAM  TURNER'*  GAULDIN  (SAMUEL^,  JOHN^  GAULDING,  UNKNOWN^)^  was  bom  Abt.  1753 
in  King  William  Co.  Virginia,  and  died  September  09,  1841  in  Pittsylvania  Co.  Virginia.  He  married  (1) 
MARGARET  (PEGGY).  She  was  bom  Abt.  1760,  and  died  Abt.  1830  in  Pittsylvania  County,  Virginia.  He 
married  (3)  MALISSA  (DICEY)  BURNETT  June  15,  1835  in  Pittsylvania  county,  Virginia.  She  was  bom 
1808  in  Pittsylvania  County,  Virginia,  and  died  June  1870  in  Pittsylvania  County,  Virginia. 

Notes  for  WILLIAM  TURNER  GAULDIN: 

William  Gaulding  is  listed  in  the  1790  Virginia  Census  as  living  in  Prince  Edward  Co.  Va  in  1785.  His 
property  is  listed  as  follows:  8  white,  1  dwelling  and  one  other  building.  In  the  1820  Virginia  census,  he 
is  listed  as  living  in  Pittsylvania  Co.  A  description  of  his  property  at  that  time  is  as  follows:  1  white  male 
under  10,  1  white  male  over  45,  1  white  female  10-16,  1  white  female  over  45. 
Some  conclusions  to  be  drawn  from  this  information  are  that  William  Gaulding  moved  with  a  family 
sometime  between  1790  and  1820,  from  Prince  Edward  County  to  Pittsylvania  county  (the  1810  census 
for  Pittsylvania  co.  does  not  exist).  He  married  Malissa  Burnett  in  1835,  so  his  first  wife  died  sometime 
between  1830  and  1835.  In  the  1820  census,  he  lists  his  occupation  as  "involved  in  commerce".  In  the 
1830  census,  he  is  listed  as  a  white  male,  70-80  years  old,  living  with  a  white  female  60-70  years  old. 
Also  living  on  the  property  are  a  male  slave  under  5  years,  3  male  slaves  under  25,  4  female  slaves  under 
10,  3  female  slaves  10-24  years  old  and  2  female  slaves  24-36,  making  a  total  of  2  white  and  13  slaves 
living  on  one  plantation.  He  does  not  list  his  occupation  in  the  1830  census. 
Information  regarding  the  birthplace  and  place  of  birth  of  William  T.  Gauldin  comes  from  Sam 
Gaulden's  book.  Linda  Lepow  places  the  date  of  William's  birth  at  1752  date  of  his  marriage  to  Peggy  at 
1779. 


*In  a  letter  fi-om  the  National  Archives  (parents  of  William  T.  not  mentioned)  sumame  is  also  shown  as 
Gaulden  and  Gaulding.  Nov.  19,  1834,  married  Malissa  or  Milisa  Bumett,  aka  Dicey  or  Docy.  Children 
were  Polly  and  Jabez.  In  1843,  the  widow  stated  that  she  was  46  and  a  resident  of  Pittsylvania  Co. 
When  William  T.  enlisted,he  stated  that  he  was  a  resident  of  Bedford  Co.  and  eight  years  after  the  war, 
moved  to  Pittsylvania  Co. 


When  he  applied  for  pension,  William  T.  stated  that  he  enlisted  in  1776  or  1777  and  served  3  months  as 
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a  private  with  the  Virginia  troops  under  Capt.  James  Adams  and  Col.  Lynch.  He  again  enlisted  in  1777 
or  1778  and  served  12  months  as  a  private  with  the  Virginia  troops  under  Capt.  Gideon  Booker  and 
beginning  in  April  or  May  1789  served  12  months  as  a  private  in  the  Virginia  troops  under  Capt. 
Dickson  and  Col.  Williams.  He  was  wounded  in  the  head  at  the  Battle  of  Guilford.  Was  pensioned  on 
Cert.  12  741  issued  under  the  act  of  7  June  1832.  Pension  was  paid  at  the  Virginia  Agency.  Malissa 
Gauldin  was  pensioned  under  cert.  3  185  issued  under  act  of  3  Feb  1853  and  27  Jul  1868  and  paid  in 
Richmond,  VA  agency. 

*In  the  Bounty  land  warrant  26  787  for  160  acres  under  act  of  3  Mar  1855  to  Malissa  Gauldin  on 
account  of  war  services. 

*From  "The  Intimate  History  of  the  American  Revolution  in  Pittsylvania  County,  Virginia"  gives  an 
account  of  the  war  experience  of  William  T.  Gauldin/Gaulden; 
THE  STATE  OF  VIRGINIA 
PITTSYLVANIA  COUNTY  COURT 

On  this  15th  day  of  April  1833  personally  appeared  before  the  Court  of  Pittsylvania  County  now 
sitting  William  T.  Gauldin  a  resident  of  the  said  county  of  Pittsylvania  in  the  state  aforesaid,  aged  eighty 
years,  he  being  first  duly  sworn  according  to  law  doth  on  his  oath  make  the  following  declaration  in 
order  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  the  act  of  Congress  passed  June  the  7th  1832.  That  having  been  in  the 
Service  of  the  United  States  as  a  volunteer  soldier  in  the  year  1778  or  77  and  marched  from  the  County 
of  Bedford  in  the  state  of  Virginia  in  a  campaign  of  militia  which  was  commanded  by  Capt.  James 

Adams,  Scout,  John  and  ensign  Hitsin  (?)  direct  to  Port  Lannis  (?)  near  New  river  and  staid  there 

about  two  weeks,  then  marched  to  Port  chisolm  and  from  there  to  the  Lead  Mines  where  we  were 
stationed  while  our  term  of  service  expired  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Lynch.  I  was  discharged  at  that 
place  after  serving  a  tour  of  three  months.  My  discharge  is  lost  or  mislaid  and  cannot  be  found.  I  do  not 
know  any  person  living  that  was  in  service  with  me  at  that  time. 

"In  the  month  of  April  1780, 1  again  enlisted  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States  with  Col.  William 
at  Coles  Ferry  on  the  Staunton  river  in  the  county  of  Charlotte  in  the  state  of  Virginia  for  twelve  months. 
I  was  attached  to  Capt.  Dickson's  company  of  riflemen  and  marched  with  them  to  Halifax  county  where 
we  fell  in  Col.  Leigh  and  Col.  Washington's  Light  Horse.  From  there  we  marched  across  the  Dan  river 
and  entered  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  joined  Col.  Morgan,  was  with  him  in  the  Battle  of  Henton 
Springs,  was  at  the  taking  and  killing  of  about  150  Tories  at  a  crossroads,  from  there  we  marched  to  a 
place  called  Allimance  where  we  had  a  skirmish  with  the  British  and  killed  nineteen  or  twenty  of  them. 
From  there  we  marched  to  Whitesides  Mill  on  the  Reddy  Fork  and  had  a  severe  skirmish  with  the 
British  under  the  command  of  Lord  Comwllis  is  the  said  county  of  Guilford  and  had  a  very  severe  battle 
with  them  which  was  conducted  by  General  Green,  Stevens,  Lawson,  etc. 

In  that  battle,  I  was  shot  through  the  head,  the  ball  came  out  at  the  end  of  my  nose,  which 
rendered  me  unable  to  perform  my  duty  whatever.  I  remained  at  Guilford  Courthouse  about  two  weeks.  I 
was  then  taken  to  the  county  of  Chariotte  in  the  state  of  Virginia  and  put  under  the  care  of  Doctor 
Cunningham  where  I  remained  until  sometime  after  the  time  of  my  enlistment  had  expired  and  I  was 
never  able  to  perform  military  service  afterwards.  I  received  no  discharge  but  was  permitted  to  go  hme 

by  Doctor  Cunningham,  the  service  rendered  on  approved  by  David  Irby  who  was  a  soldier  with  me 

at  the  Battle  of  Guildford.  About  seventeen  years  after  the  War  ended  I  was  place  on  the  pension  roll  of 

Virginia  by  an  Act  of  the  Virginia  Legislature  at  per  year  which  I  have  received  semi-annually  ever 

since. 

I  was  bom  in  the  county  of  King  William  in  the  state  of  Virginia  in  the  year  1752.  My  age  was 
recorded  in  a  book  which  was  in  the  possession  of  my  mother  some  years  ago  and  I  do  not  know  what 
became  of  it.  I  lived  in  the  county  of  Bedford  in  the  same  state  of  Virginia  when  I  enterd  the  service  of 
the  Revolution.  I  lived  in  the  said  county  of  Bedford  eight  years  after  the  war  ended.  Then  moved  to  the 
county  of  Pittsylvania  and  have  lived  in  that  county  ever  since.  I  hereby  relinquish  every  claim  whatever 
to  a  pension  or  annuity  except  the  foresaid  and  declare  that  my  name  is  not  on  the  pension  roll  of  the 
agency  of  any  state  only  that  of  the  agency  of  the  state  of  Virginia— Sworn  to  and  subscribed  the  day  and 
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The  Leaksville  News 
17  August  1944 


Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clyde  J.  Buclcner  here  receiving  the  following  letter  from  their  son.  Seaman 
First  Class  Clyde  James  Buckner  Jr.  He  had  enlisted  in  October  1943  and  was  from 
Leaksville,  N.C. 

Dear  Mother  and  Dad 

Our  day  has  come  after  many  months  of  work  and  preparation.  It  was  not  all  in  vain  as 
the  landing  of  the  troops  was  carried  out  with  clockwork  precision  and  we  were  all 
gratified. 

Now  that  the  operation  is  over  I  can  say  that  we  had  been  in  Italy  most  of  the  time 
getting  ready.  Everyone  on  board  has  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  Pompeii  and  a  large 
number  even  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  got  to  Rome  and  many  have  had  audiences 
with  the  Pope,  A  few  weeks  before  the  invasion  the  Captain  allowed  us  to  have  picnic 
parties  on  the  Isle  of  Capri  and  there,  we  were  able  to  relax  a  bit  and  tour  the  island  and 
visit  the  famous  Blue  Grrotto  and  to  swim  on  the  beautifiil  beaches  there.  Besides  our 
swimming  at  Capri  we  were  allowed  to  swim  over  the  side  of  the  ship  if  we  were  in 
clean,  protected  water. 

Getting  back  to  the  invasion  of  Southern  France  again  we  made  our  attack  in  day  light 
hours  of  the  morning  after  allowing  our  air  force  to  bomb  the  beaches  first.  After  the  first 
landing  we  moved  our  ships  in  closer  to  the  shore  and  later  in  the  morning  we  were  able 
to  see  the  big  bombers  coming  in  and  dropping  their  bombs  on  the  ground.  The  bombing 
was  so  terrific  that  the  ship  actually  vibrated  from  the  concussion.  All  of  the  battleships 
and  cruisers  were  right  close  by  and  we  could  see  them  shelling  the  beaches  and  hills  all 
day  long.  We,  on  the  ship  did  not  see  a  single  enemy  plane  although  some  were  reported 
near.  I  am  sure  that  our  air  "umbrella"  took  care  of  the  enemy  planes  before  they  came 
near  enough  to  even  get  a  look  at  us.  During  the  landing  of  the  troops  from  our  ship  we 
did  not  have  a  single  casualty.  Our  landing  boats  did  a  wonderfiil  job  in  hitting  the  exact 
predeterermined  spot  on  the  beach.  There  was  so  much  smoke  and  dust  on  the  beaches 
that  the  boat  coxswains  had  to  guess  on  the  spot  that  they  were  to  hit  and  they  were  very 
good  at  it. 

We  were  able  to  get  our  ship  unloaded  in  one  day  and  left  that  area  before  nightfall  for 
the  return.  We  don't  have  any  idea  as  to  when  we  will  be  coming  home  again,  but  we  do 
know  that  the  completion  of  this  operation  is  one  big  milestone  that  is  passed. 

We  are  all  anxious  to  get  back  again  so  that  we  can  have  a  few  more  picnics  and 
swimming  parties.  We  are  all  promised  an  extra  treat  or  two  in  our  picnic  parties  and  that 
sounds  plenty  good  to  most  of  the  men.

IN  MEMORIAM 
DAVID  YANCEY  THOMAS 


David  Yanc^  Thomas,  visiting  professor  of  government  at  The  University  of  Texas  at  the 
time  of  his  death  in  Austin,  Texas,  on  April  18,  1943,  was  bom  in  Fulton  County,  Kentucky,  on 
January  19,  1872,  and  was  the  son  of  James  Fuller  and  Eliza  Ann  (Ratliff)  Thomas.  He  attended 
Marvin  Training  School,  Clinton,  Kentucky,  from  1888  to  1890  and  Emory  College,  Oxford, 
Georgia,  from  1890  to  1894,  receiving  the  degree  of  A.B.  in  the  latter  year.  After  two  years  of 
further  study  at  Vanderbilt  University,  he  received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  from  that 
institution  in  1898.  During  the  summer  sessions  of  1899  and  1900  he  studied  at  the  University  of 
Chicago.  He  continued  his  graduate  work  at  Columbia  University,  where  he  held  a  university 
fellowship  in  history  for  the  year  1901-1902,  and  from  which  he  secured  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Philosophy  in  1903.  From  1898  to  1905  he  served,  successively,  as  professor  of  Latin  and  Greek 
and  professor  of  history  and  political  science  at  Hendrix  College,  Conway,  Arkansas,  after  which 
he  was  employed  for  two  years  as  professor  of  history  and  political  science  at  the  University  of 
Florida.  In  1907  he  began  his  long  career  as  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  University  of 
Arkansas,  where  he  held  the  ranks  of  associate  professor  (1907-1913)  and  professor  of  history 
and  political  science  (1913-1940).  He  was  also  head  of  his  department  from  1913  to  1940.  After 
his  retirement  in  the  latter  year  he  served  for  one  year  as  Assistant  State  Supervisor,  W.  P.  A.  for 
Arkansas.  During  the  long  session  of  1941-1942  and  that  of  1942-1943,  until  his  death,  he  was 
visiting  professor  of  government  at  The  University  of  Texas.  In  addition,  he  was  a  member  of  the 
summer  faculties  of  Peabody  College  for  Teachers  (1917),  and  of  The  University  of  Texas  (1924, 
1930,  1940). 

Dr.  Thomas  was  a  member  of  the  American  Political  Science  Association,  the  American 
Historical  Association,  the  Southern  Historical  Society,  the  Mississippi  Valley  Historical 
Association,  the  Southwestem  Social  Science  Association,  and  the  Arkansas  Historical 
Association.  He  was  a  member  of  the  executive  council  of  the  American  Political  Science 
Association  from  1916  to  1920,  president  of  the  Southwestem  Social  Science  Association  during 


1930-1931.  and  editor  of 

The  Arkansas  Historical  Quarterly  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Dr.  Thomas  was  also  a  member  of  the 

American  Association  of  University  Professors,  the  Arkansas  Educational  Association,  Phi  Beta 

Kappa,  and  Delta  Tau  Delta 

At  the  University  of  Arkansas  Dr.  Thomas  was  regarded  for  many  years  as  a  leading 
member  of  the  faculty  and  was  greatly  respected  as  a  teacher  and  a  scholar.  Because  of  the  short 
period  of  his  attachment  to  our  faculty  here,  he  was  not  personally  well-known  to  many  of  his 
colleagues  outside  the  Department  of  Government,  although  some  members  of  the  Department  of 
History  and  of  the  other  social  science  departments  knew  him  either  by  reputation  or  because  of 
occasional  contacts  with  him  at  the  meetings  of  the  Southwestern  Social  Science  Association  or  of 
the  various  historical  societies  to  which  he  belonged.  As  a  scholar.  Dr.  Thomas  was  painstaking 
and  thorough.  He  was  tireless  and  persistent,  and  until  his  last  brief  illness,  in  spite  of  advancing 
years,  he  was  constantly  engaged  in  some  project  of  research  or  writing.  The  volume  of  his 
published  work  was  considerable,  consisting  of  a  half-dozoti  books  and  many  articles  which 
appeared  over  a  period  of  nearly  forty  years  in  such  periodicals  as  the  American  PoUtical  Science 
Review,  the  Yale  Review,  the  South  Atlantic  Quarterly,  and  the  Southwestem  Social  Science 
Quarterly.  He  was  also  a  contributor  to  the  Encyclopaedia  Britannica  (14th  Edition),  the 
Encyclopedia  Americana  (1940  Edition),  and  the  Dictionary  of  American  Biography.  His  interests 
and  knowledge  were  broad;  he  wrote  in  the  fields  of  American  foreign  policy.  Southern  history, 
and  Arkansas  history  and  government.  His  One  Hundred  Years  of  the  Monroe  Doctrine  is  well- 
known,  and  he  was  regarded  as  perhaps  the  outstanding  authority  on  the  history  of  Arkansas. 

Dr.  Thomas  was  married  in  1905  to  Miss  Sarah  Elizabeth  Janney  of  Conway,  Arkansas, 
who  survives  him.  Their  two  children  are  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Thomas,  instructor  in  history. 
Peace  Junior  College,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  and  Lt.  Albert  J.  Thomas,  who  is  with  the  U.  S. 
Air  Force  in  India 

Dr.  Thomas  was  a  man  of  fine  character.  He  had  a  pleasing  personality,  was  quiet  and 
retiring  in  disposition,  was  respected  by  all,  and  beloved  by  those  who  enjoyed  the  privilege  of 
really  knowing  him.

Uncle  Bob,  an  ex  Cavalry  soldier  of  the  SpanislvAflieriean  Ww  was  one  of  Stoneville's 
colorful  characters,  wearing  until  the  end  of  his  life  the  large  old,  army  hat  issued  to  him 
as  a  mounted  trooper;  even^  wore  it  ift  his-restaitf ant,  wher€4ie^serv«l -a  concoction  that  he 
called  ox  tail  soup.  Known  by  the  sobriquet,  "Soup  House  Bob",  he  also  sold  in  his  place 
nuts  and  candies  of  many  kinds  in  large^glas&^jars, -as- well  a&a  variety  of  tceipical  fruits 
and  a  line  of  tined  specialty  items  which  local  folks  referred  to  as  "fancy  groceries". 


John  T.  Dallas -2010 
James  J.  Dallas  Was  of  Quiet  Disposition  and  Very  Kind  to  His  Family 

He  only  attended  school  for  thirty  days,  but  through  his  own  efforts  became  an  educated 
man.  He  read  extensively  and  discuss  with  equal  knowledge  state  or  national  politics,  or 
any  other  current  subject  of  the  day.  It  has  been  said  he  discussed  politics,  but  never 
argue  it.  He  was  a  devout  church  member,  uniting  with  the  church  when  young.  When  he 
moved  to  Rockingham  County,  he  had  his  membership  at  Leaksville.  He  faithfully 
attended  associations,  frequently  walking  the  five  mile  distance  after  a  hard  days  work  in 
order  to  attend  services  at  night.  He  was  a  real  founder  of  Mount  Herman  Church.  He 
solicited  the  first  subscription  toward  it  and  gave  liberally  of  his  time  and  means  until  it 
was  completed.  What  greater  memorial  could  one  leave  behind? 

The  Dallas  family  had  its  fiill  quota  of  soldiers.  Robert  Dallas  in  the  Revoltuniary  War 
and  had  he  lived  to  see  the  day,  he  had  several  grandsons  in  the  Civil  War.  George 
Dallas,  son  of  Jabez  Dallas  died  in  action.  Robert  Dallas,  oldest  son  of  Arthur  T.  Dallas, 
was  wounded  at  Ft.  Monroe.  He  came  home,  but  died  in  1868.  Arthur  T.  Dallas,  a 
younger  brother  of  Robert's,  played  in  the  band  and  was  killed  in  Richmond.  He  was 
only  nineteen  years  old.  J.J.  Dallas  in  the  active  service  of  the  Confederate  Navy  for 
about  two  years.  He  was  at  Ft.  Sumter  and  Drewery's  Bluff  for  most  of  the  time.  Robert 
W.  Dallas,  brother  of  J.J.  Dallas  was  during  the  Civil  War  a  member  of  the  Confederate 
Marines.  Then  in  the  fifth  generation,  grandsons  of  J.J.  Dallas  again  answered  the  call  of 
the  colors.  Tom  Dallas,  Henry  Dallas,  Russell  Dallas,  J.  Oscar  Thomas  and  Harry  all 
were  soldiers  in  World  War  I.  and  did  active  duty  in  Europe.  Cecil  Dallas  Thomas  served 
in  World  War  II,  as  a  tank  commander  and  his  brother,  James  O.  Thomas  served  his 
served  in  his  Second  World  War  It  is  with  deepest  sorrow  that  we  record  one  more 
fatality.  Harry  Dallas  died  in  September,  1927  from  the  effects  of  being  gassed  in  France. 
The  sixth  generation  answered  the  call  of  their  country  by  serving.  David  Dallas,  Calvin 
Dallas(In  Vietnam),  John  T.  Dallas,  John  A.  Thomas,  James  T.  Dallas,  John  F.  Dallas  and 
Robert  W.  Dallas  Jr.,  all  served  their  country.  Robert  W.  Dallas  Sr.  was  in  the  US  Army 
after  World  War  n.  Henry  G.  Dallas  was  a  Corporal  in  the  120*  Infantry,  30*  Division  of 
the  US  Army.  Sanford  M.  Roberts  Sr.  was  a  private  in  a  supply  company  of  the  90*, 
Infantry,  US  Army.  Armstead  William  Dallas  Jr.  served  with  the  Marine  Corps  in 
Memphis,  Tenn.  During  World  War  II.  Edward  Cecil  Dallas  died  of  Pneumonia  when  he 
first  entered  World  war  I.  Harry  Fred  Dallas,  his  brother,  was  to  die  in  1926  from  gas  and 
shell  shock  received  while  serving  with  the  US  Army  in  France.  This  is  the  only  instant 
that  one  Dallas  family  has  lost  two  members  of  their  clan  while  in  the  service  of  their 
country.  Charles  L.  Dallas  Jr.  Spent  five  years  in  the  army  medical  core.  Henry  Clay 
Dallas  and  Elmer  Dallas  sons  of  Jaby  Wells  Dallas  served  with  the  US  Army  during 
World  War  II. 

Dallas  Family  Reunion  1935 

Paying  high  tribute  to  James  J.  Dallas,  who  came  to  Rockingham  County  from 
Pittsylvania  County,  Virginia,  prior  to  the  Civil  War  and  who  fought  in  the  war  between 
the  states.  Judge  Henry  P.  Lane  of  Leaksville,  spoke  to  a  gathering  of  over  one  hundred 


members  of  the  Dallas  family  and  their  connections  at  the  third  annual  reunion  of  the 
family  at  the  home  of  A  H.  Dallas,  near  Leaksville,  on  last  Sunday. 

"Descendants  of  James  J.  Dallas  have  not  sought  to  accumulate  riches,"  said  Judge 
Lane,  "but  have  sought  to  buy  land  and  to  build  homes  by  the  side  of  the  road  and  be 

friends  to  man."  He  told  how  the  Dallas's  had  been  known  to  be  good  neighbors  ever 

ready  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  others  in  their  community. 

The  speaker  then  urged  the  young  people  and  children  of  the  family  to  remember  the 
motto  of  the  Dallas  family  of  England  and  Scotland,  a  Latin  phrase  which  means  "always 
ready."  He  stated  that  the  Dallas  name  was  not  unknown  to  fame.  Captain  Robert  Dallas, 
who  fought  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  was  a  man  who  loved  his  country  and  was  willing 
to  fight  for  America's  freedom.  The  present  Dallas  family  in  this  county  descended  from 
the  Revolutionary  War  leader.  Alexander  James  Dallas  was  Secretary  of  the  War  and 
later  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  the  cabinet  of  James  N4adison.,  he  said.  George  M. 
Dallas  was  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  under  President  James  K.  Polk. 

Judge  Lane's  spenldid  talk  followed  a  picnic  dinner  which  was  served  at  noon.  All 
members  of  the  family  brought  baskets  and  the  tables  were  laden  with  good  things  to  eat. 

In  the  afternoon  business  session  of  the  association  was  held.  Mrs.  Margaret  Dallas  and 
Andrew  Thomas,  historians  for  the  group,  each  read  splendid  papers  on  the  history  of  the 
Dallas  family.  A  short  memorial  service  was  held  for  two  members  of  the  &mily  who 
have  died  since  the  last  reunion,  Mrs.  Annie  Burton  and  Mrs.  Robert  Dallas.  T.D.  Dallas 
of  Draper,  had  charge  of  the  service. 

Officers  elected  for  the  coming  year  were  Frank  S.  Dallas,  President,  Mrs.  Winnie  Lou 
Thomas,  Vice-President,  J.O.  Thomas,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Margaret  Dallas, 
Cecil  Thomas,  Bill  Dallas,  James  Dallas  and  Mrs.  Kate  Knight  were  elects  to  serve  as 
the  program  committee.  Mrs.  Margaret  Dallas  and  Andrew  Thomas  were  asked  to 
continue  their  work  as  historians.  The  fourth  annual  reunion  will  be  held  the  first  Sunday 
in  September,  1936,  at  the  same  place  it  was  decided.

"William  Lewis  of  Meadows  Township,  Stokes  County  was  bom  in  1802,  the  son  of 
James  and  Ruth  Jane  (Thomas)  Lewis  of  Rockingham  County  ." 

"William's  grandfather  was  Sgt.  William  Langston  Lewis,  a  solder  of  the  American 
Revolution,  who  died  in  1778  and  buried  beside  his  wife  Sarah,  in  what  was  once  the 
church  yard  of  Mountain  Meeting  House  beside  present  day  rural  road  2212  on  Mayo 
Mountain,  two  miles  south  of  Stoneville."(Adam  Thomas  buried  in  same  graveyard. 
JTD) 

"His  younger  cousin,  Rhonda  Sophronia  Ann  (Thomas)  Lewis  (Robert  Richard 
Lewis's  wife)  bom  in  1846  and  called  by  the  pet  name  "Nannie"  became  a  teacher  in  the 
old  Stoneville  Academy"  (She  was  the  daughter  of  John  Adam  Thomas  &  Elizabeth  J. 
Robertson) 

From  Early  Families  of  Rockingham  County  written  by  Guy  V.  Lewis: 

"In  1796,  William  Thomas,  a  kinsman  made  a  gift  deed  "for  love  and  affection"  to  Sarah 
Lewis  (widow  of  William  Langston  Lewis)  and  the  persons  who  witnessed  both  the 
purchase  of  the  land  and  the  gift  deed,  was  Nehemiah  Vemon,  Sarah  Sims  Vemon  and 
Mary  M.  Vemon,  all  thought  to  have  been  the  family  of  Sarah  Lewis, 
(D-295  1796  William  Thomas  to  Sarah  Lewis  150  acres  on  Sharp's  Creek  "for  love 
affection."  William  Langston  Lewis  and  his  wife  Sarah  had  children  1773-1787.  Could  in 
some  strange  way  this  be  the  mother  or  Aunt  of  William  Thomas?  JTD) 

"James  Lewis  bom  ca  1775,  married  Ruth  Jane  Thomas  bom  1776  (census  record)  died 
after  1850  census  record  in  Henry  County,  Va.  where  she  was  living  with  her  son,  Hugh 
Lewis.  The  late  Dr.  James  Mack  Lewis  of  Collin  Co.,  Texas,  was  a  descendant,  as  well  as 
Dr.  William  Herbert  Lewis  Jr.,  a  present  dentist  in  Madison,  N.C." 

"Robert  Lewis,  bom  ca  1780,  married  Rebecca  Thomas  (two  brothers  married  two 
sisters),  bom  ca  1782,  died  1849(Probate  of  Will  in  Rockingham  County,  N.C.)  They  are 
buried  at  the  head  of  the  South  branch  of  the  East  Fork  of  Sharp's  Creek  near  the  present 
community  of  Shiloh  at  the  old  original  cemetery  of  the  John  Thomas  family  who 
settled  the  Spring  Garden  tract." 

"Theophilus  Lewis,  bom  29  Apr  1796,  died  16  Feb  1854;  married  24  Jan  1807  (Family 
Record)  ,  Martha  "Patsy"  Thomas,  bom  12  Dec  1785,  died  9  Nov  1867,  daughter  of 
Lewis  and  Phoebe  Thomas.  (Estate  settlement  of  Lewis  Thomas,  deed  at  State 
Archives,  File  Box  CR-084-508-40)  Theophilus  Lewis  was  a  farmer  and  schoolmaster  at 
what  is  now  the  community  of  Shiloh  in  Rockingham  Co.,  N.C.  Both  are  buried  at  the 
same  place  as  William  Langston  Lewis.

The  battle  of  Guilford  cbeckeil 
the  rising  spirit  in  behalf  of  tbo 
mother  country.  It  was  the  first  de- 
cidfd  check  Cornwallia  bad  bail 
since  bo  took  comn^and  of  tbe  South- 
ern army.  Charleston  and  Savon- 
n.ib  bad  succumbed  before  biin. 
Gebrgia  and  South  Carolina  were 
inveafed  with  the  Jiriliab  under 
Uawdon.  Arnold  was  in  full  force 
in  Virginia;  and  it  but  nec<led  suc- 
cens  to  crown  tbe  arms  of  Cornwal 
lis  in  North  Carolina,  to  make  thesn 
feel  that  the  Dritish  Lion  was  all 
powerful  at  the  South,  as  bo  bad 
been  at  the  North  on  the  termina- 
tion of  tbe  campaign  of  1780. 

Tbe  battle  ol  Guilford  secured  a 
reaction.  Soon  Ilawdon  was  d.»

Don  Hoover,  Bob  Carter  and  myself  meet  at  Mom's  in  Wentworth  and  had  lunch.  While 
there  we  saw  Rebecca  Barnard,  a  corresponding  and  family  friend  for  many  years.  Then 
we  drove  to  the  Whetstone  Creek  area  of  Rockingham  County.  We  first  went  to  the 
Thomas  Family  Cemetery  to  look  at  the  Comer  marker  there.  James  A.  Comer  was  bom 
in  1848  and  died  20  July  1850.  The  information  is  carved  on  a  soapstone  marker.  The 
road  to  the  cemetery  has  been  mowed  and  the  Cemetery  is  in  pretty  good  shape.  Then  we 
went  to  the  old  Michael  Thomas  log  home,  where  saw  wife  of  the  owner,  Dawn 
HefTmger  Turner.  From  there  we  went  to  the  Irvin  road  to  see  the  old  James  Hamilton 
Thomas  home  where  the  Giles  had  lived  before  James  H,  Thomas  acquired  the  property 
fi-om  his  father.  We  visited  with  Bob  and  Marie  Irvin  who  are  the  owners  of  the  log 
Cabin. 

Bob  Irvin  said  he  helped  dig  the  grave  for  James  "Jim"  Pendleton"  Thomas.  He  said 
they  dug  four  feet  down,  then  came  in  several  inches  from  each  side  and  dug  two  more 
feet  to  create  a  vault  for  the  casket.  Once  they  placed  the  casket  in  the  vault,  they  placed 
two  layers  of  boards  over  the  casket  and  then  filled  the  grave  with  dirt.  This  was  in  the 
middle  of  March  1948  and  one  the  coldest  times  he  had  ever  seen.  He  also  dug  the  hole  to 
place  the  ashes  of  A.  J.  Thomas,  son  of  James  Pendleton  Thomas  as  he  had  been 
cremated.  Later  the  ashes  of  A.J.  Thomas  were  moved  to  Lawson  Cemetery  in  Eden 
where  his  wife  Wanda  is  also  buried. 

Then  we  went  to  the  old  Wesley  Chapel  site  which  is  located  on  Godsey  road.  In  the 
cemetery  we  raked  leaves  off  the  stones  of  John  W.  May,  Rev.  War  officer  and  his  son. 
Dr.  John  May.  From  there  we  went  to  the  George  Washington  Carter  cemetery  located 
just  off  Settle's  bridge  road  beyond  Centenary  Methodist  church.  George  Washington  and 
Sarah  Gibson  Carter  are  buried  here  as  are  the  Sneads  and  Combs.  The  George  W.  Carter 
homesite  is  about  150  yards  south  of  the  graveyard.  The  wall  around  the  cemetery  are 
stones  fi-om  the  Chimney  of  the  Carter  home.  The  old  Spring  Garden  road  ran  past  the 
Carter  house  before  it  passed  near  the  kitchen  of  the  Jess  and  Kate  Thomas  house. 

We  then  went  down  the  Behon  road  and  passed  what  is  believed  to  the  old  Toliver 
Carter  home  site.  Across  the  road  is  where  the  cemetery  is  suppose  to  be  located.  We 
took  a  road  to  the  right  off  Belton  road  and  passed  the  Thomas  Carter  Cemetery. 

We  then  returned  to  Belton  road  and  turned  left;  where  Belton  road  intersects  with 
River  road.  We  drove  along  River  road  till  we  passed  some  large  silos  off  to  the  left  on  a 
hill.  Bob  said  this  was  the  location  of  the  old  Mulberry  Methodist  church  which  the 
congregation  had  moved  there  fi^om  Wesley  Chapel  when  it  disbanded  and  then  moved 
fi-om  this  location  to  Centenary.  There  is  a  cemetery  at  the  Mulberry  site

As  previously  mentioned,  Phoebe  Thomas  died  at  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Mrs. 
Theophilus  Lewis. 

Here  attached  is  the  preface  page  from  an  old  second  edition  of  the  book,  Jane  Eyre, 
dated  December.  1 847;  and  on  the  margin  of  which  there  is  handwritten: 

"Grandma  Phoebe  Thomas  died  at  our  house  with  pneumonia  14*^.  of  March,  1832. 
Grandma  was  pretty.  Her  hair  was  curly  and  it  was  white.  She  was  71  years  old." 

This  page  was  given  to  me,  guy  Lewis,  by  Mrs.  William  Tatum  Lauten  of  Dan  Valley. 
She  said  that  the  book  containing  the  page  came  from  the  old  Henry  Baughn  home  on 
Mayo  Mountain  (sometimes  called  Baughan  Mountain) 

Note:  Sarah  Lewis,  daughter  of  Theophilus  and  Martha  "Patsy"  (Thomas)  Lewis  and 
granddaughter  of  Lewis  and  Phoebe  Thomas,  married  Andrew  Stratton  Baughn,  son  of 
Henry  Baughn  from  whose  home  the  book  with  above  page  came.

Besi^^s  making 
the  stuffed  animals  and  quilt  tops,  she  keeps  herself  busy  making  scrapbodp.  She  said  I 
looked  exactly  like  my  picture  that  sheWd  cut  out  of  "Friendly  Flashes"  ^d  places  in 
one  of  her  scrapbooks.  "Te  keep  out  of  meanness"  was  her  ipason  for  being  the  smart 
person  that  she  really  is. 

She  had  written  me  a  letter  that  I  had  not  received  before  my  visit  and  I  would  like  to 
share  it  with  you. 

Dear  Mrs.  Gibson  Stoneville,  N.C.    July  10^  1967 

Sometime  ago  I  took  a  stuffed  dog  package  to  my  mail  box  for  the  mailman  to  carry 
to  the  Stoneville  P.O.  The  next  day  I  met  him  to  pay  the  postage  and  he  did  not  remember 
mailing  the  package  and  I  have  not  heard  from  you,  it  makes  me  wonder  if  someone  did 
not  get  the  package  between  the  time  I  put  it  at  the  box  and  the  time  the  mailman  came 
by.  The  reason  you  were  remembered  because  you  have  been  nice  to  us  as  a  REA  lady 
and  1  try  to  be  nice  to  those  who  are  so  good  to  me.  I  have  made  over  300  stuffed  dogs. 

Now  let's  get  acquainted.  I  live  on  Stoneville  RFD  1.  My  meter  number  is  7 11 5992602, 
my  member  is  1210624012.  During  the  recent  ice  storm  while  the  power  was  off  and  the 
neighbors  were  without  a  way  to  cook,  I  kept  a  fire  in  the  Baby  Blue  Kerr  range  for  three 
days  and  cooked  three  times  a  day  using  rolled  Winston  and  Greensboro  Daily  papers 
previously  rolled  to  prevent  a  blast  when  burned.  I  was  laughingly  accused  of  really 
enjoying  the  sleet  (that  is  what  it  used  to  be  called),  anyway  it  cleaned  the  Oaks  of  dead 
limbs. 

I  am  almost  84  years  old  and  enjoy  REA.  Am  glad  to  be  allowed  to  send  check  to 
Lexington  to  avoid  the  monthly  payment  which  seems  to  come  so  often.  We  joined  REA 
in  1941,  at  that  time  we  had  lights,  iron,  chum,  refiigerator  and  razor.  Later  we  had  water 
system  and  com  popper.  At  present  the  chum  and  razor  are  off  the  list.  My  washer  and 
dryer  are  at  my  daughter's  house  next  door. 

I  was  reading  Friendly  Flashes  and  so  far  I  have  not  seen  my  lucky  number.  I  read  in 
the  last  issue  where  we  made  you  happy  when  the  meter  was  read  on  time  -  Well,  I  did 
not  make  you  happy  that  particular  time,  I'll  try  to  do  better.  The  phone  just  rang  and  the 
lady  said  you  had  received  the  gift  and  thanked  for  it  and  promised  to  stop  by  and  see  me 
when  around  here.  I  am  looking  forward  to  that.  I  enjoy  making  the  animals,  using  them 
as  gifts  and  also  selling  them  -  proceeds  go  to  S.S.  building  fund 
Sincerely,  Kate  I.  Thomas  P  S.  When  you  write,  tell  me  the  amount  of  postage,  so  I  can 
repay  the  mailman.

Stokes  Man  Tried  In  Winston-Salem  On  Charges  Of  Making  Whiskey 

Winston  Salem,  July  14  -  The  case  against  Hub  Nicholson,  a  young  Stokes  County  white 
man,  who  was  charged  with  the  violation  of  the  federal  prohibition  laws,  was  dismissed 
here  yesterday  by  the  United  States  Commissioner  Beckerlite  for  lack  of  evidence. 

Nicholson  was  arrested  here  by  Federal  Officers  on  June  16'*',  upon  a  warrant  charging 
him  with  operating  a  distillery  for  making  whiskey  in  Stokes  County.  He  gave  bond  after 
being  arrested  and  was  allowed  to  go  back  to  his  home. 

The  trail  came  up  yesterday  and  Commissioner  Beckerlite  discharged  the  case  after  all 
witnesses  had  testified  and  evidence  failed  to  prove  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner, 
that  Nicholson  had  been  seen  near  a  still  or  that  he  was  in  any  way  connected  with  the 
manufacture  or  sale  of  whiskey.

The  Carolina  League's  not  going  to  have  its  ball  players  creating  scenes  of  disturbance. 
President  Carroll  Brown  told  the  Daily  News  last  night. 

He  was  reporting  that  the  league  office  had  suspended  Bill  LaFrance,  Martinsville 
outfielder,  for  three  days  and  had  fined  him  $25  for  his  actions  at  Burlington  Friday 
night.  LaFrance  had  been  thumbed  from  the  game  by  umpire  Bill  Davis  after  a  play  at 
second  base  against  the  Martinsville  team.  LaFrance,  it  was  reported,  remained  at  his 
antics  for  at  least  five  minutes. 

"We  have  had  quite  a  few  instances  like  this  throughout  the  season,"  President  Brown 
told  the  Daily  News,  "and  it's  going  to  stop.  The  fans  don't  like  all  that  stuff  which 
delays  ball  games  and  the  league  is  not  going  to  have  it.  Then  too,  the  race  is  getting  tight 
now  and  the  clubs  cannot  afford  to  lose  players  from  their  starting  line-ups."
